Steve 
Hengeveld (Kaw) ended up fifth over- 
all. 


Dave Schultz (Suz) pulled off an upset 
of sorts as he stole the NHRA/ Winston 
Championship in the Pro Stock Bike cat- 
egory away from John Myers (Suz) dur- 
ing the NHRA Winston Select Finals at 
the Pomona Fairplex in Pomona, Cali- 
fornia, October. 27. Myers needed only 
to win the first round of eliminations to 
secure the championship, but he suf- 
fered a mechanical failure during his 
run against Stephanie Reaves. It was 
then up to Schultz, who had to make it 
to the semifinal round to earn the title. 
He did just that, grabbing the crown by 
defeating Larry Cook, 7.37/182.03 mph 
to Cook’s losing 7.51/176.57 mph in 
round two. Schultz advanced all the 
way to the final round but broke down 
and lost to John Smith, who recorded a 
7.42/180.03 mph for the event win. 
Vance & Hines Racing’s Matt Hines set 
a new national record for elapsed time 
with a 7.34-second blast during a Satur- 
day qualifying session but went out in 
the semifinals Sunday. “One guy sets 
the record, one guy wins the champi- 
onship and one guy wins the race,” 
Schultz said afterward. “If that isn’t par- 
ity, then I don’t know what is.”

s expected, Promotor Ducati's 
Troy Corser grabbed the World 
"| Superbike Championship on his 
home soil at Phillip Island, the 
task to do so becoming somewhat easy 
when his main title rival Aaron Slight 
crashed out on the 13th lap of the first 
race. That left Corser to cruise to third 
place and his first world title, becoming 
the first Australian and youngest-ever 
World Superbike Champion. 

But Corser had to share the cheers of 
the 35,000 race fans with another Aus- 
tralian. Muzzy Kawasaki's Anthony 
Gobert won both races on the day as 
both men finished their World Super- 
bike careers in style - the Aussie duo 
will make their Grand Prix debuts in 
1997. 

Although Gobert won both races, it 
didn't come easy. The Kawasaki rider 
with the new orange hairdo was pres- 
sured to the very end in the first race by 
Yamaha's Colin Edwards II, with the 
Texan coming up only 0.284 of a second 
short of his first World Superbike victo- 
ry. In the second race, Gobert was 
pushed to the very brink by Slight, who 
came up just 0.109 of a second behind 
the new member of the Lucky Strike 
Suzuki Grand Prix team. Edwards, 
meanwhile, finished an impressive third 
despite hitting a seagull on the second 
lap, the collision leaving his YZF750 
with a broken windscreen and Edwards 
with a bloodied faceshield and leathers. 

Edwards, though, wasn't the only 
rider to be foiled by the feathered inhab- 
itants of Phillip Island. Corser, already 
crowned as the World Champion, 
hoped to celebrate with a race-two vic- 
tory. Those hopes were dashed on the 
first lap, however, when he struck a 
seagull, breaking his clutch lever and 
smashing his fairing. 

American John Kocinski ended his 
first season of World Superbike racing 
with a 7-5 tally, good enough to give 
him third in the final standings behind 
Corser and Slight.- and just six points 
clear of Carl Fogarty. 


RACE ONE 


Pole-sitter Edwards and Slight got 
away first, but were passed by Corser in 
one of the first fast left-handers of the 
circuit. Championship-leader Corser 
wouldn't stay there for long as he was 
outbraked in Honda Corner by 
Edwards. The Yamaha rider was clearly 
determined to take the first World 
Superbike victory of his career and he 
tried to make a break for it from the 
start. 

After some five laps, Edwards had a 
two-second lead over a trio of Gobert, 
Slight and Corser, but he couldn't 
expand it any further. Of that three- 
some, Gobert was the man in the biggest 
hurry. He was soon all over Slight with 
Corser apparently opting for a safe 
fourth place, some distance from his two 
colleagues. 

Slight's choices were somewhat limit- 
ed: he had to get back into the lead as

quickly as possible in order to keep his 
slim championship hopes alive. That 
plan fell apart on lap 13, however, when 
the Kiwi crashed his Castrol Honda at 
the infamous Siberia left-hander. 

"I wasn't worried about (Anthony) 
Gobert at the time," Slight explained 
after having tried to get his bike out of 
the gravel pit to resume the battle. “All I 
wanted to do was to catch the leader. I 
knew if I could get the lead from (Colin) 
Edwards, there was a good chance he 
would hold up Gobert. But Gobert came 
by into Honda Corner and I came out of 
there on the wrong line. When I pitched 
it into Siberia, I hit a bump with the 
front and down I went. I’m just angry 
that I crashed out while I was still in 
front of Troy (Corser) in the race." 

With Slight out and Corser's title a 
certainty, the Australian crowd started 
to cheer on Gobert in his efforts to run 
down Edwards. While Corser seemed 
to settle into a slower pace, Gobert had 
stepped it up and in no time had 


caught the Texan. At half distance, 
Edwards was under incredible pressure 
from the Kawasaki rider, with Corser 
safely in third. Behind him came a 
group of four fighting over the fourth 
place: Kocinski, Fogarty, Wataru 
Yoshikawa and Australian Wild Card 
Peter Goddard in a battle that would 
go to the very end. 

АП eyes were fixed on Gobert, who 
took over the lead from Edwards, 
despite a lack of top speed on the 
straights. In the last couple of laps, both 
men changed back and forth before set- 
tling into their final order with Gobert 
winning in front of Edwards, Corser 
and Fogarty. 

“Та hoped to get away right from the 
start," said race winner Gobert. "I felt 
confident that I could win in those cir- 
cumstances. It didn't go to plan and in 
the first few laps I burned my tire in an 
effort to get to the lead. Then I started to 
use my head and decided to try and ride 
as smoothly as possible in order to save 


my tires. Once we got on Colin, I knew 
that I would get in front." 

Edwards wasn't too disappointed, 
despite coming so close to winning his 
first World Superbike race. 

"The first few laps felt really good," 
the Texan said. “But by the time Antho- 
ny caught me, everything went away. 
But I was beaten fair and square. The 
only way to get around here is to slide 
it, but we were losing traction pretty 
early - especially on the left side. We'll 
try a new tire for the second race and I'll 
just ride hard again." 

The happiest man on the rostrum 
was Corser, the newly crowned World 
Champion. 

^Maybe Aaron (Slight) was riding a 
bit harder than he should have been," 
Corser said. "I wasn't quite sure that it 
was Aaron who had gone down. But 
then I saw him walking back along the 
track one lap later, so I was sure that the 
title was in my pocket. Funnily enough, 
I nearly crashed myself at that same 


moment, when the bike jumped into 
neutral and I went sailing to the outside 
of Siberia. 

" Afterwards, I slowed down a bit 
and kept the gap constant. That was 
enough for me to take the title. Besides, I 
don't know if I would have been able to 
go a lot harder anyway. I couldn't get 
the bike to steer on to the main straight. 
I tried to make up for the lost ground 
everywhere else, but I burned the rub- 
ber of my rear tire doing that." 

Fogarty finished fourth, ahead of 
Goddard, Yoshikawa and Kocinski, who 
was bitterly disappointed with the 
result. 

“After practice I'd already said that 
low 1:36s was the best I could do with 
this bike," Kocinski said. "And that's 
exactly what I did. The bike just 
couldn't go any faster." 

Texan Mike Hale finished ninth, 
behind Pier-Francesco Chili. 

“1 had a bad tire and a bad start," the 
Texan said. "After half a dozen laps, I 
knew that I wouldn't have a good 
result." 


RACE TWO 


Corser was determined to celebrate 
his world title with a victory, but the 
stakes were even higher for three other 
riders, each of whom still had the num- 
ber-two plate in his sights. After the first 
heat, Corser was at an unapproachable 
369 points, with Slight still holding sec- 
ond place with 327 points, but now feel- 
ing Kocinski (326 points) and teammate 
Fogarty (321 points) breathing down his 


neck. For Slight, staying ahead of his . 


two rivals would have be enough to 
secure second in the standings. But the 
Kiwi intended to go all the way. 

Corser took the holeshot, but his tri- 
umphant march would be stopped only 
one corner later - when a seagull 
crashed into his bike, destroying the 
fairing and breaking his clutch lever. 
The Australian would have to pit for 
repairs and he would re-enter the race, 
well down the field. 

After the first bird collision, Gobert 
took command followed by Slight, 
Edwards, Goddard, Neil Hodgson, Foga- 
rty and the rest of the field. Edwards, 
though, was the next target for the feath- 
ered inhabitants of Phillip Island with the 
Texan smashing the second bird in two 
laps. This time, the bird left his (blood) 
mark on Edwards' leathers and visor. 
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"The bird hit my shoulder and the 
side of my helmet," Edwards said later. 
"I couldn't see and I didn't know 
whether my arm was still there. Kevin 
Magee had told me these stories about 
people having their shoulders dislocat- 
ed here. I spent the whole race only able 
to see out of my left eye after I finally 
got the visor tear-off off. I did it all on 
feel, and I was happy to hold on to third 
in those conditions." 

By the sixth lap, Slight had joined 
front-runner Gobert, and both riders 
started a fierce battle for the lead. 
Edwards was a lonely third for most of 
the race while a magnificent battle raged 
behind him among Goddard, Fogarty, 
Kocinski, Hale, Chili and Yoshikawa. 
Most of the attention in this battle was 
focused on Fogarty vs. Kocinski as they 
also struggled for third in the champi- 
onship. The six riders switched places in 
almost every corner, with Chili finally 
dropping back a bit due to a wrong tire 
choice, and John Reynolds joining in on 
his Suzuki. 

Up front, things had also started to 
become quite hectic with Slight taking 
the lead with two laps to go. But the 
Honda rider wouldn't stay there and - 
after a big slide in the Siberia Corner - 
he finally had to settle for second behind 
Gobert. 

“Аз in the first race, I wanted to get 
to the front and make a break right from 

+ the start," Gobert said. "After three or 
four laps, I stopped pushing in order to 
save my tires. I've noticed this year that 
Michelin has been better on several cir- 
cuits. This was one of them. 

" Aaron (Slight) had so much more 
grip. I tried to compensate for that by 
keeping up a higher corner speed. But 
Aaron ruined his tire in the Siberia Cor- 
ner. Two laps before the end he had a 
big slide, with smoke coming off the 
tire. I was in his draft and got past him. 
That mistake made my job a bit easier. I 
couldn't have done it as easily another 
way as the top speed of the Honda is 
higher than of the Kawasaki. The slide 
was all I needed to get past him." 

Slight, who kept second in the title 
chase, said: "My plan was to follow 
Anthony around and make my move 


I was doing the smart thing, but my 
tires were well worn by the time I was 
ready to challenge him. I'm very disap- 
pointed about the way the title run has 
gone. To win the championship I had to 
win races, but obviously it's not possible 
for me to win enough races. I rode the 
bike to its limits, but Anthony was just 
going wild. I couldn't go faster without 
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crashing. It will take me about two 
months to overcome this frustration." 

Edwards finally came home third 
after a lonely race, with Hale a surprise 
fourth after he had escaped from the 
group in the last couple of laps. 

“Michelin gave me a rear tire that 
should do the job,” Hale said. “But I 
hadn’t been able to test that one during 
practice. That tire made a big difference. 
But this result also shows that I go very 
well on circuits where we've tested 
before. That's why I'd like to have a sec- 
ond chance next year." 

Kocinski got the best of his rival Fog- 
arty on the last lap and finally claimed 
fifth, 
^We had the steering damper locked 





out in an attempt to find a solution for 
the stability problem,” Kocinski 
explained. “I struggled the whole time 
around. With all the things that went 
wrong and I still beat those people, it 
makes you wonder what those people 
were doing out there. The battle with 
Fogarty didn't bother me too much. I 
had too much on my mind already. 
Nobody would have ridden that bike 
better in those conditions. I did my job 
and that's it." 

Fogarty finally lost third place in the 
championship, crossing the line in sixth 
position. 

“1 basically had no grip," the former 
World Champion said. “It was just like 
the feeling I got from the tires at Don-

onda and Yamaha were the only teams that had encountered dry 

weather conditions in their private practice sessions a week 

before the event - and it showed. Carl Fogarty, Aaron Slight and 
Colin Edwards II led the way during the two qualifying sessions, but 
they couldn't prevent Troy Corser from working his way into the top 
three in the final session. Friday afternoon, Fogarty had been fastest 
with a lap time of 1:36.407, still a long way off Anthony Gobert's 1995 
pole position of 1:35.58. Lap times only started to go down in the 15 
minutes when the track started to dry after a day-long rain and drizzle. 
Saturday's qualifying session, however, was run in almost-perfect 
weather conditions. 

Gobert, this time sporting a bright red "devilish haircut," led that 
final qualifying session for quite some time before being passed by 
Slight and then Edwards. The Texan finally claimed his second pole 
position of the season. 

"Nobody has excuses this time," Edwards said. "At Sentul, the rain 
spoiled it for some riders in the last half hour of qualifying, but now 
everybody has been beaten fair and square. The engine we have been 
= since Sugo allows us to use the horsepower more smoothly, and 
that helps on a track like this. Tomorrow, 1 want to win the race. Aaron 
and Troy might have their own fight on their hands, but I won't worry 
about that. We still have to choose a race tire depending on the weather 
tomorrow, but we have tested all the options we have and I know they 
will go race distance. I did a few low 1:35s on a race tire and I don't 
think it will be faster than that tomorrow." 

Corser moved to second in the closing minutes of the session after 
losing a lot of time searching for the correct chassis setup. 

“We've been struggling on several circuits this year with the han- 
dling of the bike," the championship leader said. "The front end has 
been pushing because there's less weight on the front than on last year's 
bike. Yesterday, we were also caught out a little bit by the weather. The 
mechanics had chosen a setup for the wet. But today was all right. I 
don't worry too much about the race tomorrow; my strategy will 
depend on my start and on where Aaron is in the beginning of the 
race." 

Archrival Slight and Gobert completed the first row of the grid. 

"The bike feels a lot better since the suspension changes we made 
yesterday," Slight said. "The bike feels a lot better but l'm now strug- 
gling for grip. We've got the better of the bumps and now I'm after 










more from the tires and I've moved to a 17-inch rear wheel. But the 
compounds we tried in today's session didn't have the grip we need- 
ed." 

Slight's teammate Fogarty dropped back to ninth position after hav- 
ing held pole position from Friday's opening qualifying sessions. He 
owed his result to his being stuck in traffic for most of the session. 

Gobert, meanwhile, was happy with his result, especially given the 
fact that he'd been out of action for so long. 

“Ten weeks off is too much on this level," he said. “My collarbone 
injury prevented me from doing some serious physical preparation 
before coming here. 1 only did some stationary cycling and some 
motocross, but I shouldn't have done the latter. I think I’m at about 70 
percent of my capacity now. The bike has gone through some evolution 
since I last rode it, but it feels a little bit rumpi iba into the cor- 
ners. I also got held up by some slower riders, otherwise I’m sure to 
have been able to do some high 1:34s." 

The second row was filled by Muzzy Kawasaki's Simon Crafar, 
Ducati's John Kocinski, Yamaha’s Wataru Yoshikawa and Ducati- 
mounted Pier-Francesco Chili. Crafar had crashed Friday in a very fast 
right-hander, injuring his right foot but nevertheless getting into the 


e. 

“It’s a matter of finding a good compromise on this track,” the New 
Zealander explained. "The suspension has to be soft enough to take the 
bumps in the corner, but also hard enough to keep the bike stable dur- 
ing the hard braking. We've got the bike pretty well set up now." 

Kocinski blamed his time on a lack of practice time. 

"We only have had two hours to set the bike up properly and then 
go and try to make a fast time," he explained. "We were scheduled to 
have a private practice session a week ago on Sunday, but Virginio Fer- 
rari (the team manager) canceled that." 

Ferrari admitted that he had canceled a private practice session Sat- 
urday, but added that he and his team had shown up at the circuit Sun- 
day. Strangely, Kocinski (who had insisted for months on having two 
days of practice before the final round at Phillip Island) and Ohlins 
mechanic Mike Watts didn't meet the team that day. In any case, the 
bike didn't handle as it should after the two free and two qualifying 
sessions, lacking stability almost everywhere. 

Peter Goddard was the fastest local with 10th on the grid, following 
Fogarty but ahead of Neil Hodgson, Piergiorgio Bontempi, Mike Hale 
and Kirk McCarthy. 

“The bike with the best engine broke," Hale said. “That's the third 
engine for me that broke down this weekend. And when I got on my 
qualifying tires, I got held up in traffic. It would've been hard work to 
get a far better time on the spare bike, because we haven't found a 
proper setup for that one. I'm sure that ТЇЇ be able to ро one second 
faster when the mechanics put a good. engine in my better-handling 
bike for the races tomorrow."

Corser still isn't secure and the Australian isn't sure what his 
1997 season will consist of. "I haven't.signed with the Promotor 
team, as I'm not yet happy about what is going on,” Corser said. 
"And even if I. were,.| couldn't sign the contract until the present 
one is finished (at the end of November). | just want to be sure 
that I'll have factory Yamahas at my disposal next year. As long as 
that is not guaranteed, | don't want to commit myself to one team 
or another." 




























Corser admitted that he had also spoken to Lucky Strike 
Suzuki in the past few months and that the Castiglionis had also 
offered him. a contract for 1997. It is, however, unclear if.the 
Ducati offer is still valid and if there is still а place available in the. 
Suzuki 500cc GP team. One thing is certain: things are not going 
quite as expected for Promotor team owner Alfred Inzinger. The 
contract with Yamaha should have been signed in August, and 
Inzinger apparently never considered the possibility (albeit very 
realistic) that Wayne Rainey might receive factory bikes from 
Yamaha. "| don't know who will ride for Rainey in 1997," Corser 
said. “But | would think that the Promotor team will have a better 
rider package. with Luca Cadalora апа: me..! personally wouldn't 
be bothered to be the number-two rider, except if there aren't 
enough new development parts for both riders. But 1 guess that | 
won't be able'to run with the leaders right from the start, as Luca 
will probably do." Team owner Alfred Inzinger was - as has 
become his habit the last two months - not very talkative about 
his 1997 plans. “I сап assure you that the Promotor team will be 
at the start of the 500cc Grands Prix next year, with two riders." 


Pier-Francesco Chili decided two weeks prior to the Phillip 
Island round not to accept. an offer for a factory Suzuki іп 1997 
and to stay with Ducati instead. "Suzuki wanted-a final answer 
from me Friday after the Spanish round at Albacete," the Italian 
said. "On Tuesday after Albacete; Ducati told me that there was 
no way that | would be. included in the Ferrari-run team as he had 
two riders already." Only when Chili proposed to Ducati the idea 
of the Gattolone team becoming some sort of a satellite team 
with full factory bikes for himself, the Castiglionis changed their 
mind. That deal was finally accepted by Ducati, which invited Chili 
to come to the factory and sign a letter of intent - only a couple of 
hours before the Suzuki ultimatum ended. “1 am happy to be rid- 
ing а twin again in 1997," the Italian said. "I now have two years 
of experience with the 916; and that is a solid base to continue 
winning races and battle for the title. This would not have been so 
logical with the Suzuki. If the Japanese had offered me a two-year 











contract, | would have been tempted to go to Suzuki to continue 
developing their bike and then start winning races in. 1998." 
Ducati will not only give factory bikes and development parts to 
Chili in 1997, but they'll also pay his salary. "This season we had 
to do with five engines, whereas Ducati built 60 for the two facto- 
ry teams. That also makes a lot of difference." 


Ducati also seemingly wants to bring Mauro Lucchiari into the 
Gattolone- team, but that is an idea that. is not met with a lot of 
enthusiasm by the team's two owners, Andrea Merloni (an electri- 
cal domestic appliances constructor) and Gabriele Virgili (known 
for his company's frozen-food products). Unless of course Ducati 
comes up with the money to finance the extra staff, the extra 
equipment and the extra salaries. Main sponsors Compagnucci, 
Bullock and Isopak are expected to continue the collaboration 
with the successful semiofficial’ Gattolone-team. Suzuki, mean- 
while, is expected to make a final decision on its rider choice after 
Lester Harris meets with the Japanese.on November 5. 


Officially, Yamaha has been considering a plan to have three rid- 
ers in.its official team. "It is-an initiative of Yamaha in order to 
strengthen the starting field in the World Superbike races," said 
team coordinator Davide Brivio at Phillip Island. "This seems to be 
the only possibility, as national importers are involved more in 
other championships (the German and the British importers in 
their own National' Championships. and the French importer in the 
World Endurance Championship), and the technical superbike reg- 
ulations do not allow us to build very cornpetitive bikes for an 
affordable price due to the higher homologation minimum com- 
pared to Ducati. Actually, the plan was born in order to offer 
James Whitham a possibility to make his comeback in World 
Superbike racing. but apparently James is very likely to go to 
Suzuki next year." The real strategy seems to be very. different 
and more complicated. Some sources within Yamaha admit that 
the factory doesn't really intend to enter a three-man team, proba- 
bly because of budget reasons. The contacts with James 
Whitham and Scott Russell (who showed up at Phillip Island 
Sunday) could be explained with the "three-man" team theory, as 
Colin Edwards Il.has a contract until the end of 1997, and Wataru 
Yoshikawa now also looks set to be confirmed as an official 
Yamaha rider again in 1997. The existing contract with Edwards, 
however, ‘seems to include a clause that offers him an out if 
Yamaha doesn't provide a-new model. for next season (which 
turns out to be the case now). Even though nobody wanted to 
confirm it, Edwards seems to be negotiating with Honda about a 
second seat next to Aaron Slight. Castrol Honda would only say 
that they are talking to several serious candidates for a place in 
his. team, "among which a rider of whom everybody thinks he has 
already a contract for next year..." If Honda comes to an agree- 
ment with Edwards, the light might turn green for Russell. to 
replace his fellow American in the official Yamaha team. The

Georgian is, in any case, very interested in returning to the World 
Superbike Championship now that his future with Lucky Strike (ог 
other Grand Prix teams) looks bleak. The last couple of weeks he 
has had talks.with several people at Yamaha Europe. 


In 1997. the FIM will have another go at trying to revive the Euro- 
pean Superbike Championship. Earlier initiatives in that 
direction have failed because there were not enough entries to fill 
two starting grids (European and World Superbike races). "In 
order to avoid that, the World as well as the European Superbike 
competitors will enter the same races," CCR president Claude 
Danis said in Australia. "At the beginning of the season, 24 riders 
will be appointed by the. promoter (SBK International, formerly 
Flammini Racing), in conjunction with FIM. They will receive a con- 
tract committing them to enter all the World Superbike races of 
the season. Only they will be allowed.to score World Superbike 
points, together with the local riders in every. World Superbike 
гасе: All the other- riders will score points in the separate Euro- 
pean Championship ranking." The new system is very similar to 
the IRTA contract and the idea of "Wild Card" riders in Grands 
Prix. Finally, the Supersport riders will also have a choice to fight 
over the World Cup or the European title. These two categories 
will, however, гасе in two separate events. 


Former German Grand Prix rider Harald Eckl has been offered 
a chance to run the official Kawasaki team in World Superbike 
racing next year. The German, who has managed a 125cc Grand’ 
Prix team over the last couple of years, is interested in the deal, 
but.doesn't like the idea of working with some of the current man- 
agement staff within the Kawasaki Deutschland team. A decision 
is expected to be made by the end of November. The rider їп {һе 
team will most certainly be Simon Crafar and 26- -year-old Japan- 
ese Kawasaki rider Akira Yanegawa. 


Next to Troy Corser and Anthony Gobert, John Kocinski is a 
third World Superbike star who may: go (back) to Grand Prix rac- 
ing in 1997.

ill the YZ125 do it 
again? 

For the past two 
years, the Yamaha YZ125 has taken the 
top-gun award in our annual 125cc MX 
shootout. In 1995 it squeaked out a victo- 
ry, while in 1996, the YZ125 was a clear- 
cut winner. Can the YZ make it three in 
a row? Keep reading. 

After riding the '97 YZ125 for the first 
time, which also happened to be the first 
'97-model 125 we rode, we quickly real- 
ized that the competition was again 
going to be in trouble, as the '97 YZ, no 
matter how good the '96 model was, is 
definitely an improved model. More 
power, improved suspension and better 
shifting will do that. 

Hoping to dethrone the YZ are the 
usual opponents - the Suzuki RM125, 
Honda CR125 and the Kawasaki KX125 - 
except for a newcomer to our 125cc 
shootouts, the super-fast Italian-made 
TM 125. 

After spending considerable amount 
of time on each bike, our comparison of 
these five bikes reached a crescendo at 
Carlsbad Raceway, one of the roughest, 
gnarliest, and nastiest (and most fun) 
tracks we know, where we recruited a 
number of riders to give us their opin- 
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ions of each bike. These riders' skills 
ranged from beginners to experts, 
including former 125cc National MX and 
Supercross Champion Johnny O'Mara 
and pro rider Gordon Ward. 


MOTOR 


It doesn't seem to matter how good a 
125 turns, jumps, shifts, brakes or soaks 
up the bumps, if it's not fast it's not 
going to be an easy sell. Horsepower is 
everything in the highly competitive 
125cc class. It's easy to overlook a few 
handling flaws or, to a point, even a lack 
of bottom-end if the bike rips on top. 

A fine example of this is the TM. This 
bike simply shreds. It might not have 
any bottom-end whatsoever, or a whole 
lot of midrange to speak of, but it 
screams on top. The pro rider will like 
the TM's motor, as did Ward. 

"For a pro rider, I feel the TM's motor 
would be really good on a national 
track,” he said, “but in supercross it 
would be different, a real workout. You 
simply can’t let it fall off the pipe.” 

For anyone else other than a pro-level 
rider or a fast intermediate, ix TM's 
unforgiving motor could be quite a 
handful. One of our resident novice rid- 
ers said he simply couldn't ride the TM 








because of its “unusable powerband." 
Basically, the TM's powerplant takes 
some getting used to. 

Both the Yamaha and Honda have 
outstanding motors. They're both nearly 
as fast on top as the TM but are far more 
user-friendly and easier to manage. Both 
bikes pull well off the bottom and just 
keep pulling and pulling. АП our testers 
spoke highly of both motors and there 
was no clear-cut ^winner" as to which 
bike had the best motor, as it basically all 
came down to personal preference. 

"The YZ's motor felt great," O'Mara 
said. "It doesn't flatten out - keeps going 
strong. It has good low-end, would be a 
big plus for supercross. Overall, the 
motor is very usable, you can see why 
(Kevin) Windham can do what he does 
on his bike." O'Mara's only complaint of 
the Yamaha's motor was, "It has a 
rough feeling in your hands." In other 
words, a bit more vibration than the 
Honda. 

Ward liked the YZ's motor, too, com- 
menting, "It feels strong off the bottom 
but the CR is a little more forgiving for 
mistakes. In my opinion, the Yamaha 
feels a little faster on top than the 
Honda." 

Despite praising the YZ's motor so 





much, O'Mara still picked the CR's 
motor as his favorite of the bunch. 
"Throttle response is clean, bottom-end 
isn't bad, midrange is very good and 
top-end is good,” he said. “Overall, it's 
super-good - the best motor! The power 
is very usable." 

Our beginner, novice and intermedi- 
ate testers applauded both motors, as 
well. Some felt the Yamaha had more 
power overall, others the Honda. That 
just tells us how close these motors are. 
Most, however, seemed to lean more 
toward the YZ, citing better torque. An 
intermediate rider said, "It keeps pulling 
all the way; it should be a great bike for 
new riders." 

Another rider, a beginner, said he 
was bothered by a slight hesitation off 
the bottom on the CR, had it not been 
for that, he would've liked the CR's 
motor better than the Yamaha's. "The 
way I ride - I bog the motor a lot - I just. 
didn't know exactly what would hap- 
pen when I opened the throttle," he 
said. 

Per Honda's recommendation, we 
did make some jetting changes to the 
CR, going to a slightly richer pilot (50 to 
55), leaving the stock main jet (172) 
alone, and going to a slightly richer nee- 





dle (from a 1368M to a 1369M) with the 
clip in the second position, and the 
airscrew turned 1-3/4 out. These 
changes did richen up the Honda off the 
bottom, but the faster riders didn't have 
a problem keeping the revs above this 
rich spot. The Yamaha required no jet- 
ting changes. 

The Suzuki isn't far off the pace, 
either. It's definitely fast, right up there 
with the Honda and Yamaha, but just 
didn't excite everyone like the CR and 
YZ's motors did. O'Mara said of the 
RM's powerplant, "A lot of midrange 
but does sign off before the Yamaha and 
Honda." Ward liked it, too, saying, "The 
motor feels good!" 

All the other riders agreed the RM 
makes awesome midrange power and, 
as a whole, was just as good as the YZ 
and CR but required a bit more work. 
You had to be a bit more precise as to 
when you shifted the RM to take advan- 
tage of its strong midrange; just holding 
it wide open and hanging on won't work 
with the RM. Mistakes are slightly more 
costly on the Suzuki, too 

This brings us to the Kawasaki. Its 
motor did not wow anyone, especially 
the pro riders, most claiming it made 
decent power off the bottom, came on 
strong in the middle, but fell on its face 
on top. 

“Very mild," O'Mara said of the KX's 
motor. "It kind of has a lazy feel." Ward 
was even less impressed. "This (the 
motor) is what kills the KX,” he said. “It 
just tops out and you go nowhere; it 
feels fast but you're really going 
nowhere." One of our novice riders com- 
mented: "More top-end would have 
really swayed my opinion. Midrange is 
where the meat is." 

Even our beginner rider said, "Not 
enough zap. Where I was riding it (in the 
powerband) I found myself having to 
fan the clutch a lot compared to the other 
bikes, and I didn't need the extra work 
(of having to work the clutch)." 

Despite being a little down on the 
KX's motor, everyone pretty much 
agreed that they could still could get 
around the tracks pretty good on the 
Kawasaki, but a bit more bottom-end 
and top-end would have made it easier. 
One thing the KX does extremely well is 
track out of the turns. It hooks up nicely. 

We performed numerous head-to- 
head start runs on all five bikes, which 
pretty much revealed what we already 
knew. 

The TM always seemed to reach the 
first turn first, and if it didn't, it wasn't 
far behind. At one time or another, each 
bike won at least one drag race to the 
first turn. Somewhat surprising was the 
KX, as it hung in there a lot of the times, 
and the Suzuki won a number of drags, 
too. But the Honda, Yamaha and TM 
were the bikes you wanted to be on if 
you wanted to improve your chance of 
getting holeshots. Every start, no matter 
what skill-level rider was on the bike,

these three machines were always near 
the front. 

A couple of riders noted how they 
especially liked the feel of the TM's 
hydraulic clutch off the line. You have to 
scream the TM's engine out of the gate 
to keep it from bogging in the loam, and

the clutch allows you to do this; you can 
easily control the front wheel from 
climbing too much and from keeping the 
back wheel from spinning out to the 
sides. 

But still, rider technique is still the 
primary factor in getting good starts on 





any of these bikes. АП of them are capa- 
ble of holeshots - some just more so than 
others. 


TRANSMISSION 


We heard no real complaints here. АП 
the bikes shifted well, but by far the 
most improved is the Yamaha's tranny. 
It has gone from worst to first, or there- 
abouts, almost overnight. “Excellent,” 
Ward said of the YZ's transmission. "It 
works great on the heavy loads; I can 
wind it out and not even have to use the 
clutch to shift. It steps right into gears 
with ease." 

A couple or riders made it a point to 
praise the CR's gearbox. "Typical 
Honda," said one rider. "Smooth." And 
another said, “Excellent. The CR always 
shifted, no matter the conditions." 

The RM's transmission is as good as 
ever, and the changes Kawasaki made to 
the KX's gearbox seemed to have slightly 
elevated the performance. The TM shift- 
ed with ease, as well, but it's just a little 
bit more notchy than the other con- 
tenders. Overall, missed shifts were very 
uncommon on all of the bikes. 


CLUTCH 


Again, not too much to report. All the 
125s have light clutch pull and good feel. 
This wasn't the case a few years ago 
when each bike had its own clutch iden- 
tity. Now, they all work about the same - 
very good. 

The oddball of the bunch, of course, is 
the TM with the only hydraulically oper- 
ated clutch of the group. It has perhaps 
the lightest-feeling operation of the 
bunch, and, as mentioned, has excellent 
feel, especially off the line. 


SUSPENSION 
Forks 


When it came to the suspension 
department, opinions varied widely, but 
the general consensus was that all five 
bikes do a good job soaking up the hits. 

Throughout our testing, though, the 
CR's forks seemed to receive the most 
acclamation. Frankly, this surprised us

ike all of TM's bikes, the 125 Cross is a showcase of billet beauty 
and high-quality parts. The hubs, triple clamps handlebar clamps 
and the rear brake pedal are all carved out of billet aluminum 
and look trick. Takasago Excel rims, aluminum handlebars, a hydraulic 
clutch, and steel braided clutch and brake lines come standard. Nice 


touches, indeed. 


TM built a large part of its reputation from building extremely fast 
and explosive kart motors in Europe, and the 125 Cross motor will not 
tarnish their reputation one bit. We'll quickly say that the motor is 
blindingly fast on the top-end with a moderate amount of midrange 
and almost non-existent power off the bottom. The sand-cast motor fea- 
tures a large, 38mm Keihin carburetor that feeds the cylinder through a 
case-reed induction system. The cylinder itself is all new, as is the 
power-valve and crank assembly. Bore and stroke are 54mm x 54.5mm. 

Exhaust gasses are spent through a Messico works pipe and alu- 


minum silencer. 


One thing that really sets the TM apart from the four Japanese-made 
125s is its hydraulically operated clutch, as compared to the more traditional cable-pull design. With a hydraulic clutch, you can't 
make adjustments, but, then again, you don't usually have to. Power is transferred to the rear wheel via a close-ratio, six-speed 


transmission. 


Suspension duties are handled by top-quality components, as well. Last year's 
45mm Marzocchis have been replaced by the new 50mm versions. The Ohlins Type 
3A shock that graces the rear end has a reputation as being one of the finest shocks 


out there, just like it was last year on the TM. 


Braking duties are handled by 260mm disc up front that utilizes a Brembo dual- 
piston caliper, and the rear braking responsibilities are handled by 220mm disc that 


uses a single-piston caliper. 


Other changes for "97 include wider footpegs, new rear wheel adjusters, a new 
2.7-gallon fuel tank (over last year’s 2.4 gallons), new radiator shrouds, a new woven 
seat cover and new graphics close out the changes to the 1997 TM 125 Cross. TM has 
axed last year’s pink color scheme in favor of blue with curvy, yellow stripes. (This 


bike really looks good). 


The TM is, still, not cheap at a selling price of $6,250. 
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after last year's harsh units. At Carlsbad, 
O'Mara used just one word to describe 
the CR's Kayaba fork: "Great." Our 
intermediate rider said, "The CR's fork is 
excellent over fast bumps," while one of 
our novice riders said, "It has the best 
combination of plushness and control - 
really good stuff." 

Yes, we were quite happy with the 
CR's fork and never felt the need to mess 
with the clickers. We did a few times, 
but always ended up back to stock, even 
on supercross-type tracks with large 
jumps. 

Many riders praised the TM's con- 
ventional 50mm ‘Zokes, too, liking its 
ultra-plush feeling and the way it 
"seems to float over the little stuff" while 
maintaining enough girth to resist bot- 
toming. Ward went as far as saying, "I 
felt that the forks on the TM, for me, 
were the best." But, on the other hand, a 
novice rider said that he “wasn’t happy 
with the units at all." He was in the 
minority on this subject. 

Kawasaki's 46mm Kayabas received 
fairly high marks from all of our riders 
and offered a very plush ride in the ini- 
tial part of the travel. The plush ride 
these forks offer is definitely their strong 
point. Ward commented, “I really liked 
the performance of the forks and I know 


that they can work real well for me.” 
Some riders complained that the forks 
went through their travel a little quickly 
and felt they lacked some control at high 
speeds. 

Suzuki's 49mm conventional Showas 
were raved about last year, offering a 
plush ride, good control and a nice resis- 
tance to bottoming. This year’s forks are 
just as good, but the other manufacturers 
must have spent some quality time with 
their components because they all work 
so well now that the Suzuki's forks don't

seem that ground- 
breaking anymore. 
The only real com- 
plaint we have with 
the Suzuki fork is its 
harshness at the 
very beginning of 
the travel that make 
the bike feel unsta- 
ble at times. 
The Yamaha's 
Kayabas work well, 
too, but both pro 
riders, O'Mara and 
Ward, felt that they 
were a little harsh. 
"They felt okay to me," O'Mara said, 
“maybe too stiff at the beginning (of 
travel)." Ward said, "The front forks are 
a little harsh but still keep a straight-line 
stability." Everyone else seem to rate the 
Yamaha's fork as “middle of the road.” 


Shock 


All of the bikes rate very close in this 
department, with each model offering a 





good, stable and controlled ride. The 
spring rates on all of the bikes worked 
for a wide variety of rider weights and 
skills.. The Kawasaki, Yamaha, and 
Honda were raved about more than oth- 
ers, though, while the Suzuki and TM 
scored lower marks. 

The Ohlins shock on the TM was 
often rated “harsh” but we think this can 
be attributed to the fact that Ohlins 
shocks take longer to-break in and the 
bike had barely been ridden prior to our 
testing. The spring rate was right on and

the valving was very close - typical 
Ohlins. 

The Suzuki shock didn't really do any- 
thing wrong, it just didn't do anything 
that great. At least it didn't kick like the 
RM250 does this year. That's a relief. 

The Kawasaki Kayaba shock was 
again the plushest component out there, 
but did exhibit a slight tendency to bot- 
tom more than the others. The CR and 
YZ shocks got the highest marks from 
all of our riders. Ward liked the Yamaha 
the best commenting, "The suspension 
on this bike just doesn't tire me out. It's 
a very comfortable bike to ride all race 
and you won't be tired for your second 
moto." Я 

O'Mara gave the YZ average marks 
for the most part, but really liked it on 
fast and choppy downhills. He felt the 
Yamaha didn't hook up as well as the 
Honda did for him out of corners and 
attributed this to the rear shock not 
tracking well. O'Mara raved about the 
shock on the Honda, giving it a concise 
"Excellent!" rating for overall perfor- 
mance. One thing that does set the CR 
shock apart is the high- and low-speed 
compression adjusters that come stock. 
Definitely a nice touch for those who 
have the knowhow to capitalize on this 
adjustment benefit. 3 


HANDLING 


It's a plain and simple, well-known 
fact that 125cc motocrossers flat-out han- 
dle great. They're simply too light not to, 
with each bike tested weighing in a few 
ticks under 200 pounds. All of the bikes 
are avid jumpers that fly level and 
straight, and take easily to flight correc- 
tions. Each bike does, though, exhibit its 
own personality while turning, which 
also reveals plenty about a bike's stability. 


АП of the bikes turn well, but the CR 
and RM are the easiest to initiate turns 
on and both excel in this department. 
The only drawback, however so slight, is 
that these two bikes will sometimes feel 
a bit nervous at speed in choppy terrain 
due to the steeper head-tube angle. 

While the CR and RM are known for 
their turning prowess, the YZ has defi- 
nitely drawn closer in this department as 
most of our testers agreed. And the YZ is 
still as stable as ever. Go figure. 

The KX and the TM are both very 
neutral in the way they handle and turn. 
It seems to take just a tad more effort to 
turn either of these bikes, but in the 
rough stuff is where these bikes shine. 
They rarely felt twitchy and never go 
into nasty episodes of headshake, even 
when chopping the throttle in rough and 
fast corner entrances. 


BRAKES 


It is common knowledge that CR 
brakes are the best around and this fact 












is still the case this year, especially with 
the front stopper. Feel is excellent up 
front, but what really sets the CR front 
brakes apart is just how little lever pres- 
sure is needed for them to exert an enor- 
mous amount of power. This fact 
became evident when flying down the 
Carlsbad downhill and trying to slow 
down enough to fall into one of the ruts 
and make the next tight left-handed cor- 
ner at the bottom. It's hard enough to 
even hold on and make the corner, but 
with the CR in your possession it just 
wasn't as hairy. 

The RM, KX, and YZ have all updat- 
ed their Nissin stoppers through the 
years to bring them up to the level of 
the CR and they are pretty much there. 
АП of the bikes have excellent front and 
rear brakes with good feel and modula- 
tion. The only place the CR gets the 
measure of the other three is in the 
amount of lever pressure needed to lock 
them up. However so slightly, it takes 
just a little more pressure with these 
units. 

The front TM Brembo unit works well 
but needs slightly more lever pressure 
than all of the other bikes to get full 
power. The rear brake on the TM was 
widely despised by all of our testers 
except Ward. "They're probably the 
most sensitive brakes," said Ward. "But 
once I got used to them I really liked 
them." Simply stated - the rear brake 
was either on or off and extremely sensi- 
tive. It was very touchy and lacked pre- 

. cious feel and modulation. 


ERGONOMICS 


АП of these bikes fit a wide variety of 
rider sizes quite well. АП of the bikes 
have a very flat and narrow seat and 
tank junction area and are extremely 
easy to move around on. Ward, who is 
well over 6 feet tall, felt cramped and 
uncomfortable on the Suzuki, but the 
bike did not present a problem for any of 
our other 6-foot-tall testers. 

The TM, on the other hand, was very 
tall in stature and was a handful for our 
testers under 5 feet, 10 inches tall. The 
handlebars on the TM are very tall, also, 
which is good for tall riders, as you 
might expect, but only make things 
worse for smaller riders. We do like the 
fact that the bike comes from the factory 
with high-quality aluminum handle- 
bars. 

We definitely felt that Honda has 
improved the layout on the CR with the 
lower footpegs and taller handlebars 
they added this year. These changes real- 
.ly help the bike fit a wider variety of rid- 
ers better. We chose to switch to 
Honda's optional taller seat (approxi- 
mately 15mm taller) and liked the way it 
made our bike feel while seated and in 
turns. We wish the seat came stock, but 
then it could alienate the smallest of rid- 
ers (smaller kids switching from 80s to 
125s, perhaps?). 

Yamaha improved the feel of the 
YZ125 with the implementation of their 
taller and straighter bend handlebars, 


which worked wonders on making the 
bike feel more comfortable and fit riders 
of different sizes better. 


FIT AND FINISH 


Fit and finish on all of these bikes is 
excellent, and all of the controls are well 
placed and operate smoothly and con- 
cisely. The TM may fall back in the fin- 
ish category slightly, but not by much. 
This is surprising for such a small com- 
pany in Italy to produce such high qual- 
ity and finished bikes 

The Honda CR probably has the best 
overall fit and finish if we had to pick 
one and has a very nice attention to 
details. Our boots never caught on any- 
thing while sliding around into different 
riding positions.

The Yamaha has a 
good, high-quality 
finished look to it, 
but the blue plastic 
sure does show 
abuse fast. The lower 
corner of the right 
radiator shroud on 
the Yamaha also had 
a tendency to snag 
many testers' boots 
while they changed 
riding positions on 
the bike. A corner on 
one side of the radia- 
tor shroud bows out- 
ward now from 
catching on boots. 
We think if Yamaha 
moved the mounting 
hole closer to the cor- 
ner of the shroud (on 
both sides) that the 
problem would be 
taken care of. 

The Suzuki has a nice finish and out 
of all the colors, the yellow seems to 
show the least amount of wear and tear 
through months of abuse. We still think 
a more rigid front fender should be 
designed to stop all of the flopping 
around that the current RM front fenders 
do. 

The fit and finish on the KX is also 
quite nice, and like Suzuki's yellow, 
Kawasaki's green stands up to abuse 
quite well and doesn't need the cleaning 
that the CR tank and side panels always 
need after the dirty work is done. 
Kawasaki's controls had the best feel to 
them for most of our testers. 

One thing we didn't like about the 
fuel tanks on the TM, KX, and YZ was 
the dark colors they use for the actual 





fuel cells. Dark colors make it very hard 
to tell where you're at while filling the 
bikes with fuel and often resulted in 
overflowing tanks. Not good business. 


AND THE WINNER IS 


If you're jumping to the end of the 
story to see who the winner is, we're 
going to keep you in suspense just a little 
longer by starting from the bottom of the 
order and working our way up to the 
winner. 

Finishing in last place in a shootout 
these days isn't nearly as bad as it 
sounds, as all five of the bikes in this 
comparison are very capable of winning 
in the right hands (as was the case the 
previous couple of years). Unfortunate- 
ly, slightly fewer hands will be able to 
win on the TM than the other four. 

The TM is a very specifically made 
motocross weapon that was obviously 
designed for expert- and intermediate- 
level ragers. The bike has top-quality 
suspension components that work very 
well together. The explosive motor is 
what sets it back, yet sets it apart in this 
comparison. It is, without a doubt, the 
fastest 125 out there, but all of its power 
is narrowly focused towards top-end 
superiority. 

As mentioned, there is no low-end to 
speak of and very little in the middle, 
either, so it makes more of an outdoor- 
style motocross bike than asupercrosser 
for sure. Because of its on-off power, it's 
an unforgiving machine, which won't 
make the beginner or novice too happy. 
If you're an intermediate or expert 
motocrosser, however, who rides long 
outdoor tracks or desert events and 
wants to be different, then get the TM. 


You'll dig it. Oh yeah, and you better be ; 


tall because the bike sure is. 

The Kawasaki KX125 came in fourth 
place for us because of its lazy motor. 
The suspension, brakes, layout and other 
components are all good performers, 
definitely up to par with the rest of the 
class, but the-motor held it back for us. It 
has a decent bottom-end that comes on 
into pretty good midrange hit and then 
signs off up top. You can still go fast on 
the KX, but it just takes a little more 
work than the others. Aftermarket com- 
panies should be able to easily remedy 
this, but, for now, we're talking about 
bikes straight from the showroom. 

The Suzuki RM125 was relegated to 
third place in our ranking and, like all of 
the bikes in this shootout, has good sus- 
pension and components, and à nice lay- 
out. The RM motor, for us, is like the 
standard or baseline motor for the class. 
It has a good, solid motor that comes on 
with about as much bottom-end as the 
KX, but has a harder-hitting midrange 








125cc MXer of the bunch. After all, that's what I've done for the 

previous two years. No, no one at Yamaha has been slipping me 
$100 bills under the table while nobody was looking but, hey, 1 simply 
like the YZ125 the best - again. 

However, I must admit my decision to pick the Yamaha as my ulti- 
mate favorite was tougher this year than any other, all because of the 
much-improved Honda CR125. To me, both the Yamaha and the 
Honda perform similarly - they both have outstandingly strong power- 
plants, great legs and excellent build. The Suzuki was right there, too. 
In fact, the RM was my favorite on smoother tracks with a lot of wide, 
sweeping turns, where I could really take advantage of the "Suzook's" 
awesome midrange. Loved the way it shifts, too. The RM's suspension 
is good, but I just didn't quite feel as confident on the Suzuki as I did on 
some of the other bikes, especially down Carlsbad's treacherous down- 
hill. My only other complaint is that my 6-foot-1-inch span felt a little 
cramped on the RM. A taller seat and a tad more power on top, perhaps 
a little more suspension fine-tuning, and I easily could have chosen the 
Suzuki over either the Yamaha or Honda. 

I felt like a hero on the KX. I could scream the heck out of the motor 
and hold the throttle wide open going into the turns a lot longer on the

KX than I could on any of the other bikes, then I realized that, despite 
soünding and feeling as though I was ripping up the track, I wasn't 
really going any faster. Hammering it up Carlsbad's long, whooped-out 
uphill, for example, I could hold the throttle wide open all the way up 
and not even back off at the slight, right-hand, bend near the top where 
I normally would on the other bikes. Basically, I just wasn't carrying the 
speed like I was on the other bikes. The KX just didn't pull as hard on 
top as the other four bikes. 

Suspension-wise, the KXs is one of the best. Both ends feel plush yet 
firm, and it corners extremely well. It also hooks up out of the turns 
nicely. The seat is a little soft, which tempts you to sit down probably 
more than you should. 

The TM is a rocketship. Period. But don't let it fall off the pipe or 
you're in trouble. I also found that I rode the TM better when I was 
fresh and not worn out after a long day at the track. Ride it aggressively 
and the TM will work. The TM's suspension performs well, the brakes 
are super strong - way too strong in the back - and it shifts pretty good. 
I thought the bike turned kind of funny, but I couldn't tell you exactly 
why. 3 

Overall, I liked the TM a lot, but the TM demands a lot from its 
pilot, and I couldn't always deliver.

that moves into an impressive top-end 
hit. The motor is a good, solid power- 
plant, but there are two bikes left that 
are, in our opinion, a little better in this 
department. 

This leaves us with the Honda CR125 
and the Yamaha YZ125 battling for the 
top 125cc motocrosser of the year. While 
all of the bikes had good suspensions, 
the boingers on these bikes got the high- 
est marks. Ward liked the YZ's suspen- 
sion and O'Mara liked the CR's units the 
best, while the rest of our testers gave 
them fairly equal marks. This is surpris- 
ing for Honda. They really did their 
homework to go from about worst (over- 
dampened and under-sprung) to near 
first in the suspension department in one 
season. 

That leaves the motor to decide the 
outcome. Both of these powerplants are 
simply awesome. If the Honda is miss- 
ing power anywhere compared to the 
YZ it's in the bottom range. The YZ has 
the most low-end power of any 125 
we've ridden and moves up into a meaty 
midrange and into a top-end surge that 
pulls impressively well. 

The Honda, on the other hand, gives

a little away to the YZ down low, has 
about the same power in the middle 
revs and carries into a top-end hit that is 
ever-so-slightly better than the YZ's. If 
we had to choose one motor over the 
other (and we do) we have to give the 
nod to the YZ for best all-around motor 
and overall winner of the shootout. Its 





excellent low-end power makes it easier 
for a wider variety of riders to go fast 
on, especially on loamy tracks. You 
almost can't make a mistake on the YZ 
with its do-all power and you rarely 
find yourself grabbing for the clutch 
lever to build revs anywhere, while you 
occasionally need to grab the lever on 


the Honda in the lower rpm ranges to 
go fast. 

Simply stated, the YZ has an epic 
motor that is very forgiving, yet at the 
same time explosive. Couple that with a 
very able chassis and suspension compo- 
nents and you've got our shootout win- 
ner - the 1997 Yamaha YZ125. є 





hat а year to be а 125 rider. There was a time when this 
class of motocrossers rewarded the discriminating buyer 
more than any other. The range of performance that the 


smal-bores offered was extremely wide. Brand A might have an engine 
that allowed for a 98-percent holeshot success ratio, but that same bike 


would be horribly suspended and quickly left behind in the rough stuff 


by Brand B, which couldn't be bent around a turn unless you melted it 
into liquid steel. And at the end of the year, all of them were tossed 
onto the garbage heap or into the classified section as 125cc pilots anx- 
iously awaited the newest, trickest, power-valved, rising-rate linkage 
wonder. 

Times have certainly changed for the better. The Japanese manufac- 
turers - with a solid Euro factory or two always thrown into the mix - 
are building more powerful, better handling, better suspended tiddlers. 
Heck, you can even ride one for two seasons before retiring it nowa- 
days. Imagine that. Yet there are still subtle differences in all of these 
1997 mini-rockets, many of them based upon the personal preferences 
of the discriminating pilot and not necessarily proficiencies or deficien- 
cies, that make picking an outright winner possible. It’s just more diffi- 
cult. 

The TM was a bike that I desperately wanted to like but couldn't 
due to its seat height, which punishes the vertically challenged, like me; 
a handlebar bend which feels extremely awkward, and a 300 rpm road 
racer-style powerband that rewarded aggressive riders but sorely pun- 
ished everyone else. The rear brake was far too touchy. And I may have 
be the odd man out on this one, too, but I thought that the Italian 
machine's Marzocchi forks felt "dead." Couldn't stand 'em. The TM's 
hydraulic clutch was the best feeling of the class, however. Fifth place. 

Then there's the Kawasaki, a decent package that failed to keep up 


with the others listed ahead of it only by virtue of its poor damping 
rates and a midrange motor that gives up a little too much on top this 
year. Add some stiffer springs and a pipe, and you'd be left with a very 
neutra-handling motorcycle that could be ridden fast, turned fast and 
stopped fast by pros and spodes alike. There's certainly still a lot to like, 
such as extremely comfy ergonomics and a motor that is easy to ride as 
long as you stay in the meat of the powerband. Fourth place. 

Results be damned, the Suzuki RM125 was my favorite small-bore 
of 1996. The bike fit my 5-foot-6-inch body as if it were custom-made 
for me. The suspension and handling were right in the hunt. The engine 
was strong, a bit more forgiving than the Kawasaki, and it pulled well 
past the point where this year's KX mill gives up ghost. Why mention 
this? Because regardless of the changes that Suzuki claims to have 
made on the '97 edition, the RM feels almost exactly the same as last 
year's machine. The motor is a little brighter on top than in '96. My 
favorite machine of last year is only third-best this year, however. Hey, 
Suzuki, it's time to start thinking ahead. 

I almost have to lump first and second place together at this point - 
they were that close. The Honda and the Yamaha both offer awesome 
powerplants, razor-sharp handling traits, excellent bump control in 
almost any condition and cockpits that fit the tall and the small alike. 
Both machines nudge the performance envelope a little further than 
their competition, but the Yamaha forges ahead the furthest. While a lit- 
tle less forgiving of mistakes than the user-friendly CR, the YZ's 
torquey, take-no-prisoners engine and straight-line stability are the dif- 
ference between first and second place. 

Any of these bikes can make you a winner. The Yamaha and Honda 
will make you feel like one right off the bat.

or me personally, this shootout 
| a down to the battle of the 

ponies - horsepower - but not just 
raw horsepower. I’m talking about good, 
usable ponies. АП of these bikes have 
good chassis and surprisingly versatile 
suspension units. Granted, some were 
slightly better than others here or there, 
but they were all near the same level. 
None of the bikes had any weird suspen- 
sion quirks that would scare you or make 
them unridable. I could jump on any of 
the bikes out of the five we had assembled 
and, within a matter of a lap or two, could 
adapt and be riding a good pace on them. 
They're all that good this year. From here 
on out, though, I'm only talking motors 
because that's what decided the outcome 
for me. 

I had to stick the Kawasaki KX125 at 
the bottom of my list due to the unex- 
citable nature of its motor - it just feels, 
well, slow compared to the others. The 
bottom and midrange power is okay and 
very tractable, but the top-end power left 
plenty to be desired even though it sound- 
ed like it could have been picking up revs. 
The KX just doesn't go anywhere, even 
though it sounds like it should be. Hop- 
up shops are going to have a field day 
with the KX - and ours is first. 

The TM came in fourth on my list. 
Even though it's the fastest production 
125cc on the planet, it's the way it gets 
there that isn't so good. No bottom-end 
leads to a pretty weak midrange that leads 
to a screaming surge of raw horsepower 
on top. The thing absolutely rips on top 
and is very fun to ride if you keep it in the 
higher rpm ranges. It's definitely a bike 
that would be best used by professional 
and expert hands on long, outdoor-style 
tracks. It's a blast to ride, but not very 
easy to consistently turn fast lap times on. 

I rated the Suzuki RM125 as my third 
place pick, but still like this motor a bunch. 
With just a little more bottom-end, this 
bike could be king of the horsepower 
wars. Suzuki went to a new cylinder this 
year that gives the bike one of the best 
midrange motors of the year. In my opin- 
ion, the RM has about as much bottom- 
end power as the KX does, but after that 
the similarities stop. The RM bursts into 
one of the best, albeit explosive, midrange 
surges of the group into a fairly good top- 
end hit. It's a good 125cc motor that falls 
right in the middle of the bikes we assem- 
bled - the standard motor of the class. 

Choosing second place was very 
tough for me, but I ended up giving it to 
the Honda - but not by much. The Honda 
CR125R has had one of the all-time best 
motors in the 125cc class. It has only 
needed minor changes through the years 
and has the best midrange and top-end of 
all the 125s, except when compared to the ` 
TM. The only thing holding the Honda 
back is a small deficiency in bottom-end, 
compared to the YZ. The transition from 
low-end to the Honda's midrange explo- 
sion is also a tad abrupt, making the bike 
somewhat of a handful in slick condi- 
tions. 

So that leaves the YZ in the number- 
one position, with the best 125cc motor of 
all time. The bottom-end power is very 
good and the transition to the meaty mid- 
range and on to the screaming top-end 
surge is almost perfect. The Honda may 
have slightly more ponies on top, but not 
much, and the bike has bottom-end power 
that Honda has not been able to find. Usu- 
ally, to have good mid- and top-end 
power you've got to sacrifice the lower 
ranges and vice versa, but the Yamaha has 
it all. It's by far the easiest bike to go fast 
on lap after lap by riders of all ability. 
How'd they do it?

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Bruce Ogilvie. There we were, a 

bunch of motorcycle-fanatic journal- 
ists attending a new-model introduc- 
tion at Honda’s headquarters in Tor- 
rance, California, and Bruce was 
standing there explaining the features 
and benefits of Big Red's latest entry in 
the quad market, some four-wheel- 
drive thing that appeared to have great, 
uh, utility. 

The whole time he was speaking, it 
was sitting at the edge of the room. Pos- 
sibly one of the coolest sportbikes 
Honda has ever produced, a 996cc V- 
twin in that lovely shade of red Honda 
lays on its VFR750, was running second 
to a quad. It was cruel. 

Thankfully Bruce knew what we 
wanted to see. He did the business effi- 
ciently and the quad went away. 

They rolled it out. "I'd like to stress 
that this model is not intended for rac- 
ing," said Dirk Vandenberg, Honda's 
product-testing ace who would be 
telling us all about the all-new VTR1000, 
otherwise known as the Super Hawk 
996, "and it should not be evaluated as a 
racing platform." 

Yeah, right. I'm sure he realized it 
was futile to try to convince this group 
of that. Anyway, Vandenberg went on to 
explain how one of the target bikes from 
the very start had been the Ducati 90055 
and definitely not the 916, but that over 
the course of testing the VTR had easily 
surpassed the performance of the 900, 
and the 916 was used as a benchmark 
more and more. Still, this particular 
model was meant to be a street bike 
from the beginning. 

"]t's not meant to be a racing plat- 
form," Vandenberg reiterated. "We will 
address that in the future, the near 
future. Maybe next year. There's been 
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some talk about an SP version in the 
future but this is not the one." 

The concept for this bike took its 
beginning in the Hawk 650 GT of a few 
years back, though it was finally the 
ongoing popularity of Ducati that really 
lit the fires at Honda to move ahead with 
the Super Hawk concept. The design is 
completely new from the ground up and 
features a good deal of technology that 
was new for Honda. 

Perhaps the most interesting of these 
«was the twin-spar aluminum frame. 
While the material and twin-spar design 
are quite normal for Honda, the fact that 
there are no integrated swingarm-pivot 
plates is not. The swingarm pivot is 
instead bolted to the rear of the horizon- 
tally split engine cases, as is the lower 
shock linkage. The footpegs (attached in 
the swingarm pivot area) and sidestand 
are also located on the engine. Only the 
upper mount of the rear damper is 
attached to the frame proper. 

Open-ribbed castings are used in the 
engine-mount area of the chassis and it 
is here where a good deal of tuning has 
gone into the chassis for lateral vs. tor- 
sional rigidity in an effort to make a 
motorcycle that is confidence-inspiring, 
easy to ride and fun to ride. The pro- 
posed benefit of the overall design is 
light weight; the frame is 15.4 pounds. 
Rake and trail are 25 degrees and 98mm, 
respectively. 

After examining existing engine 
designs, Honda didn't feel that any of 
the V-twin powerplants it had available 
(none of which were 90-degree vees) 
were suitable, and that ultimately led 
them to start with a clean sheet. 

The liquid-cooled 90-degree V-twin 
displaces 996cc (the same displacement, 
incidentally, as both Ducati's new 
homologation special, the 916SP, and 
Suzuki's TL1000) and uses a single-pin 
crank with carburized, nutless connect- 





ing rods. Carburizing is a treating 
process that lends strength to the materi- 
al, while the nutless rod bolts shave 
weight. In the same weight-saving and 
friction-reducing vein, light, skirtless 
slipper pistons were used. For strength 
and compactness, the cylinders are inte- 
grated into the top crankcase, similar to 
the method used on the CBR series. 

In an effort to overcome some of the 
inherent engine-placement difficulties 
faced when using a 90-degree V-twin, a 
pair of side-mounted radiators were 
used so that the engine could be located 








as far forward as possible for better front 
weight bias. Air flowing over the sides 
of the three-piece fairing draws cooling 
air through the radiators. An electric fan 
is fitted to the right radiator. With no 
radiator blocking direct airflow over the 
engine, considerably greater volumes of 
cool air both cool the pewerplant and 
sweep the hot air away from the rider. 
While Ducati may have inspired 
Honda to go ahead with a supersport- 
oriented V-twin, there is no desmo- 
dromic valve actuation here, and neither 
is there fuel injection. What there is in 
the chain-driven overhead-cam four- 
valve cylinder heads (identical for the 
front and rear cylinders, just turned 180 
degrees) are bucket tappets with shim 
adjustment. Valve adjustment is said to

take far fewer than eight hours 
and, although not finalized, the 
service interval in this respect is 
projected to be 16,000 miles. 

The 98 x 66mm cylinders are 
fed by a pair of giant 48mm flat- 
slide carburetors - the largest ever 
fitted to a Honda motorcycle. The 
valves, too, are the largest ever used on a 
Honda, 38mm on the intake side, 34mm 
for the exhaust. To provide ample 
breathing capacity for the large carbure- 
tors, the airbox has an eight-liter capaci- 
ty. The CBR900RR by comparison has a 
seven-liter airbox. 

As has been the practice for Honda 
on its sportbikes recently, the VTR1000 
uses a throttle-position sensor and 3-D 
mapped digital transistorized electronic 
ignition for optimum spark timing 
under all conditions. Redline is 9,500 





rpm, though the rev-limiter will not 
intervene until 10,300. 

With the emphasis placed on being a 
fun street bike, the Super Hawk is fitted 
with a two-into-one-into-two stainless- 
steel exhaust system with large-capacity 
mufflers tuned for midrange torque and 
power. Vandenberg was kind enough to 
start the bike for us and the sound is 
what you would expect from a V-twin of 
this type, only quite muted due to EPA 
sound requirements. Don't worry 
though, the silencers look to be very eas- 
ily removed and we're sure the aftermar- 
ket will step forward with suitable 
replacement pieces. Peak output not 
being the main target leaves maximum 
(projected) output at a still-healthy 106 
or 107 countershaft horsepower at 9,000 
rpm; torque should be around 68.7 foot- 
pounds at 7,000. 

Front and rear suspension' compo- 
nents are the HMAS (Honda Multi- 
Action System),type similar to what was 
used on the last year's CBR900RR. The 
basic premise of HMAS is that the use of 
a smaller piston diameter (40mm piston 
in the rear damper vs. what would typi- 
cally be 46mm) promotes higher fluid 
velocity for better control by the damp- 
ing unit. Rear suspension has rebound- 
damping and spring-preload adjust- 
ments; travel is 4.9 inches. Like the rear, 
conventional 41mm cartridge forks have 
preload and rebound-damping adjust- 
ment; travel at the front is 4.3 inches. 
Front brakes are 296mm, using eight 
mounting points on the aluminum carri- 
er instead of 10 to save unsprung 
weight, as Honda has done on the 1997 
CBR600F3 and CBR1100XX. A 220mm 
disc with a single-piston caliper is used 
at the rear. 

Cast, three-spoke aluminum wheels 
17 inches in diameter are fitted front and 
rear; width is 5.5 inches at the rear and 
3.5 inches at the front. The VTR1000 
comes with Michelin Macadam tires 
made specifically for this model, the 
front a 120/70ZR17, the rear a 
180/55ZR17. 

The single headlight is a multi-reflec- 
tor unit done in a single continuous 
shape and is said to offer excellent per- 
formance for a single headlight. 

As an early-release 1998 model, the 
426-pound VTR1000 is not due to be 
released until April of next year. Price is 
set at a competitive $8,999 

Honda's stranglehold on the AMA 
600cc Supersport class loosened a little 
last year - another brand actually won a 
race or two as Miguel DuHamel rode to 
his second consecutive championship. In 
response, Honda took what they felt was 
a very successful package and aimed 
refinements toward increasing perfor- 
mance. 

First things first, there is more power. 
Peak output is now 105 horsepower, up 
from 100. This increase was achieved by 
improving intake and exhaust flow, 
decreasing internal friction and in the 
alteration of the 3-D digital ignition map- 
ping. In addition to new mapping, igni- 
tion control for the cylinders has been 
divided to operate cylinders two and 
three independently from cylinders one 
and four so that spark can be introduced 
more accurately for the outer, cooler 
cylinders vs. the inner, hotter ones. 

`: The reduction in frictional losses was 
achieved with a 10mm-deeper oil pan to 
reduce splash by the crankshaft, as well 
as.a move to single valve springs from 
the dual-spring setup used last year. Air- 
flow on the intake side was improved 
with altered intake funnels, while for the 
exhaust, muffler capacity is now 6.6 
liters, up from six. 

Clutch feel has been altered by a new 
clutch-engagement ratio, while a new

shift-drum detent star with more round- 
ed profiles smoothes shifting. Final drive 
is now by a lighter-weight #525 O-ring 
chain. 

Like its larger siblings, the CBR600 
now comes fitted with HMAS suspen- 
sion. As on the CBR900RR, Super Hawk 
and CBR1100XX, the rear suspension 
now uses a 40mm piston (and with it all- 
new valving). In addition, the link ratio 
has been made flatter and rear-suspen- 
sion travel has been increased 10mm to 
120. A full compliment of adjustments is 
provided for. The 41mm cartridge fork 
gets the HMAS treatment as well and 
allows for rebound-damping and spring- 
preload adjustment. 

Cosmetic changes come in the form of 
a different tail section, a new front fend- 
er that reduces drag by three percent 
and new paint schemes. In addition to 
the new Smokin' Joe's and Erion- 


inspired paint jobs, Honda has added ап , 


all-red version - you guess which shade. 
The CBR600F3 will cost $7,799, and 


. dealerships should start receiving the 


bikes by December. 

For those riders who like to wear 
leathers, only the kind without knee 
pucks, a few new models grace Honda's 
cruiser lineup. The largest by far is the 
Valkyrie Tourer. The machine is so 
named because that's the audience 
toward which it is aimed - the touring 
buyer who wants a custom style. It earns 
the name by coming with a pair of hard, 
non-detachable 35-liter weather-sealed 
bags and a windshield. As a result of 
these additions, dry weight is up by 33 
pounds over the standard Valkyrie to 
714. The Valkyrie Tourer will be avail- 
able in black ($13,999), red / pearl white 
or pearl green /pearl ivory ($14,499) and 
should hit the showroom floor in 
December. 

Joining the V-twin cruising line is the 
Shadow American Classic Edition Tour- 
er, a bike of much the same spirit as the 
Valkyrie Tourer, but aimed at the more 
traditional cruiser buyer who still wants 
a luggage-carrying, mile-eater. 

Though the ACE name suggests oth- 
erwise, the single-pin crankshaft fitted to 
the 45-degree V-twin used in the stan- 
dard ACE has been canned in favor of 
the offset, dual-pin crankshaft the engine 
used in the standard VLX. The rubber- 
mounted engine works through a five- 
speed transmission and is tuned to pro- 
duce just under 70 horsepower, 
considerably more than the low-50s 
number produced by the single-pin 
ACE. 

The ACE frame is used, though the 
swingarm has been strengthened for the 
potentially higher loads the Tourer is 
expected to encounter. A windshield is 
standard, as are the same 35-liter saddle- 




















Taking the place of the discontinued 
Shadow VLX is the '97 Shadow Spirit 
1100. The chopper-style cruiser moves 
into the position previously occupied 
by the VLX as the "standard" Shadow 
and has been altered to more resemble 
the ACE models with a number of 
styling changes. The Spirit uses the 87.5 
x 91.4mm, 45-degree V-twin used in the 
old VLX but it has received a thorough 
cosmetic update so that it mimics the 
ACE with its liberal use of chrome and 
staggered exhausts. 

The cosmetic cleanup of the engine 
is completed with mostly internalized

bags used on the Valkyrie Tourer. Four 
color combinations will be available: 
black; green / cream; black/ivory; and 
pearl dark red/black. Being an early- 
release '98 model, expect April availabil- 
ity. Price for the monochrome ACE 
Tourer is $10,999 and the two-tone mod- 
els are $11,499.

7 hen Billy Hamill and Greg 
Hancock combined to launch 
the first-ever team partnership 


in Grand Prix speedway racing, it 
caused plenty of interest. 

And it may be why they landed Exide 
Batteries - a company recognized 
throughout the world - which responded 
to the great professionalism of the two 
Americans as well as the tremendous 
exposure that the fully televised World 
Championship Individual Series affords 
throughout Europe by signing the two to 
a lucrative sponsorship deal which has 
already reaped rewards for both parties. 

Hamill, the newly crowned World 
Champion, is quick to point out that 
other Grand Prix riders will soon follow 
in Team Exide's footsteps. Already there 
is speculation about other riders on the 
Grand Prix trail who may team up in 
similar style to that of Formula One car 
racing. Hamill, who worked as hard as 
anybody to set up Team Exide with 
Hancock, is delighted with the pioneer- 
ing year. 

"It's the best thing we could have 
done," Hamill said. “Both Greg and 
myself got together toward the end of 
last season, and we looked at various 
companies to target, but Exide were 
already involved in the sport, and they 
were more than happy to join us. We 
were helped by the fact that we had the 
promise of great TV exposure through 
Sky Sport, which is getting more and 
more popular throughout the UK and 
Europe." 

Hamill reports that Exide has been 
happy with the exposure that the duo 
was able to give the company in its first

year as the team worked hard to create 
as much publicity as possible right off 
the bat, thus proving that they had what 
it took to make a major sponsorship of 
this sort work in the sport of speedway. 
“We organized a press conference to 
launch the project at a plush hotel in the 
Midlands (of England),” Hamill said. 
^We had all the TV cameras there and 
national newspapers. We hired a local 
radio guy to present the press confer- 
ence and laid on a buffet for.the press 
guys - that got our team off to a great 
start. And the whole team turned out 





with our transport to make for some 
great color photographs. All the local 
newspapers and magazines gave us 
some great coverage, and we also had a 
guy who collected the cuttings to pre- 
sent as a portfolio for next year. 

Yet once the racing got under way 
this year, the team was not without its 
share of controversy as there were plen- 
ty of accusations of “team riding” in the 
“individual” Grands Prix. Supporters 
and people within the sport pointed fin- 
gers at Hancock and Hamill with 


_ charges that the pair cheated by helping 








each other, citing Hancock’s 
laydown in the A Final at the 
Swedish Grand Prix, which 
ultimately allowed Hamill to take the 
victory, as a perfect example. The whole 
situation is something the riders simply 
laugh about. 

"Those people are just jealous," 
Hamill says. “Greg and I are great rivals 
on the track, and we look after ourselves 
in Grand Prix racing. Those guys are 
just sad, and that's all I can say on the 
subject because they are not even worth 
talking about: There has always been a 
lot of talk about Greg and me being 
great buddies, and that's true, but Greg 
wants to beat me just as much as I want 
to beat him. That's great competition for 
you. Now try telling me we help each 
other. We even had some shirts printed 
after Greg was accused of laying his 
bike down in Sweden to help me in the 
rerun - the printing said our only lay- 
downs were 500cc engines." 

Hamill said that the team has no 
worries on the subject, and that anyone 
who suggests otherwise is insulting 
their professional integrity. 

“1 would always invite them to say it 
to our face," Hamill said. 

Meanwhile, Hancock totally agrees 
with Hamill in that the Exide deal is the 
best thing that could have happen to the 
two Californians. 





































^We can't thank them enough," Han- 
cock said. "Both Billy and I agree that 
there is no way we could have acheived 
our success like this without the help of 
the sponsorship deal. But it's a two-way 
thing, and I would like to think that we 
have increased the exposure of their 
product, because we have realized the 
importance of sponsorship and have 
tried to increase that exposure at every 
opportunity. 

“1 don't think we can ever expect 
anything for free," Hancock continued. 
"And we have had to work hard to get- 


the Exide logo in all the magazines. The 
hardest part has been getting the spon- 
sorship recognized on radio and certain 
other media outlets. It's not so difficult 
on TV because we have had our 
leathers, bikes and pit corners designed 
with the logo in a prominent place 
where everyone can see it, so I think that 
we have been successful from that point 
of view." 

One of the ways in which the team 
has increased that success is by using 
two sets of leathers during the course of 
one meeting. Both will ride the qualify- 
ing heats with one set of leathers and 
then switch to a clean set in the respec- 
tive Grand Prix finals so as to maximize 
their exposure. 

"Whenever Billy and I have been 
interviewed, we have always tried to 
mention Team Exide at every opportu- 
nity without making it look too obvi- 
ous," Hancock said. "It's our belief that 
if we look after our sponsors, they will 
always want to come back for more if 
their budget allows them to do that. I 
think Exide is happy with what we have 
given them in return." 

But Hancock and Hamill have’ also 
had to concentrate on their racing action 
as well as keep their sponsors happy - 
that's where other members of Team 
Exide have stepped in to help. 

^We have got other guys helping us 
out with publicity material,” Hancock 
said. "One in particular looks after all 
the press cuttings to keep a good portfo- 
lio, and he has even contacted radio sta- 
tions to ask if they have kept recordings 
of radio interviews - that's just some- 
thing we haven't been able to do." 

Hancock and Hamill are also quick to 
credit the mechanics who look after 
their machinery as an indispensable part 
of the organization. 

"] can't speak highly enough of the 
team we have had around us," Hancock 
said. “They have been brilliant for us, 
and we couldn't have done it without 
them. We do it all on the track, but we 
have to have a good team around us, 
and if things aren't right, we can't do it 
on the track. It's tough enough for us to 
concentrate on winning the world title. 
You need the help of some good people 
to make it happen for you, and that's 
what has happened here. Billy has had a 
great backup team just like me, and 
that's why we have enjoyed success." 

Success came in abundance during 
the 1996 campaign as Team Exide was 
rewarded by Hamill's stirring victory at 
the final round of the Grands Prix in 
Vojens, Denmark, as he lifted the World 
Championship from Denmark's Hans 
Nielsen while Hancock finished third in 
the world behind the Dane. 

"Greg was happier than me, I think," 
Hamill said. “То finish third is a fantas- 
tic achievement in itself, which is obvi- 
ously overshadowed by the fact that I 
won it, but third place means that Greg 
deserves all the credit going as well as 
me. When I won the title, I was proud to 
show off the logo, and it's our opinion 
that for the sponsorship of a speedway 
duo like us, business can get a good 
deal. I’m sure Exide is delighted with 
our achievements, and we hope to do it 
all again next year. I hope Exide will get 
involved again, but until anything 
becomes certain, we cannot say more 
than that.” 

Whether or not Exide retains its affili- 
ation with Hamill and Hancock may yet 
have to be determined, but Exide mar- 
keting executive Tony Summers says 
that he was naturally delighted with the 
team’s success, declaring the 1996 sea- 
son a total success. 

"The two guys have done superbly 
well, and we are very proud of what 








they have achieved,” Summers said. 
“They deserve all the credit that is going 
their way. I believe that they are the two 
most professional, approachable riders 
in the world and I regard them as 
friends, which is a vital part of sponsor- 
ship.” 

Summers also said that Hamill and 
Hancock have done wonders for the 
name of Exide Batteries, and that the 
company considers itself privileged to 
have been associated with them. 

“The English guys can learn a lot 
from Greg and Billy in terms of their 
approach to racing and the way they 
handle sponsors and media outlets,” 
Summers said. “These guys are some- 
thing special, and we will be talking 
about next season. We were delighted 
when they approached us, and we were 
very happy to oblige. Exide have been 
involved with motorcycle racing for 
quite some time, and not one English 
rider approached us about sponsoring 
them. (But) It’s not that Greg and Billy 
were the only option. We chose to go for 
it, and look what it has done for us. The 
results speak for themselves.” 

Both Hamill and Hancock have now 
developed great reputations for selling 
themselves in World speedway, and fol-

lowing the success of this year's series 
and all of the publicity they have 
achieved, other sponsors may soon be 
knocking on their door. Both appear to 
be riders with a business mentality who 
know how to speak to sponsors, sup- 
porters and management alike. 

With Hamill currently champion and 
Hancock ready to challenge him next 
season, they have proven that they have 
the desire and initiative to succeed. 
Whatever happens in the future, they 
have been part of a successful project 
which may take Grand Prix speedway 
to yet another new level. €N

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Best in the Desert Silver State Championship Series

asey Folks had the top racers in 

the desert running around in cir- 
ü cles in the hills above Jean, Neva- 

da, at the first-ever Las Vegas 
Desert Cross Scrambles. 

Breaking the tradition of long-dis- 
tance events like the Vegas-to-Reno 
point-to-point and the 300-mile 
Tonopah team race, series organizer 
Casey Folks surprised Best in the Desert 
regulars by throwing in a short-but- 
sweet desert dash that bumped this 
year's points race up to a six-round 
competition. 

e fast and furious extra event saw 
the racers compete European Scrambles- 
style on three different courses that var- 
ied from four to seven miles in length. 
The racers dashed around and around 
each tight, technical loop as many times 
as they could in 50 to 60 minutes, then 
took an hour's break to rest before mov- 
ing on to the next course. At the end of 
the day, each class was decided 
motocross style by combining the points 
from all three races. 

“I thought it would be fun and differ- 
ent, and I wanted to do it because 
nobody has ever done three races in the 
same day before," Folks said. “I also did 
it to give the people who couldn't afford 
to do Vegas-to-Reno an opportunity to 
catch up on some points." 

The new-style event drew a smaller- 
than-usual field of 120 riders. Some of 
the Pro riders complained about a lack 
of competition, but there was plenty to 








keep them busy each time the starting 
light flashed green. 

The Pro competition started on 
course one at 8 a.m., while the Amateur 
and Expert racers went head-to-head on 
courses two and three. The Open Pros 
left the line in the first wave, with the 
250cc Pros, 125cc Pros, Four-Stroke Pros 
and Over 30 Pros each in their own sep- 
arate wave behind them. The starting 
waves were not timed because racers 
were only supposed to be concerned 
about their place in their respective 
classes, and there would be no extra 
points for overalling the race. 

But you wouldn't have known it when 
the Pros leaped off the start line for the 
first time and dashed headlong into the 
technical terrain of the first loop. Ty 


. Davis, who had selected a Kawasaki 


KX250 as his weapon of choice, made up 
the 250cc Pros' half-minute starting deficit 
in record time and had a 10-second lead 
over the earlier Open Pro starters by the 
end of the first 16-minute loop. 

"The first loop was the hardest 
because there was no trail," Davis said. 
"You really had to watch out for the 
rocks, the choya and the Joshua trees 
and pick your way through. It was just 
like trail riding. 

Paul Krause was leading the Open 
Pros in second overall, with KTM250 
pilot Nick Pearson and Kawasaki's Greg 
Zitterkopf (KX500) close behind. 

"A big bike is definitely not the bike 
of choice for this race," said KX500- 
mounted Krause. “This is really techni- 
cal—the course could be a special test in 
an enduro, and there's nowhere to go 
wide open." 








The only place to open the bikes up 
was in the final wash. Donnie Book was 
blasting through in fifth overall at the 
end of his first lap when his KX250 start- 
ed to head shake in the thick gravel. A 
split-second later, Book was down and 
rolling, and Jim Gray, who was right 
behind him on a KTM360, was forced to 
take evasive action that ran him smack 
dab into a construction barricade that 
was being used as a course marker. 

"He was going from side to side and 
I couldn't go around him so, finally, I 
had to lock it up, and I hit the sign and 
wrecked pretty good," said Gray, who 
had already lost a little time when he 
ran into a yucca tree halfway through 
loop one and got stuck. É 

Book decided to sit out the rest of the 
race and was soon joined by Bryan 
Folks, who retired from the head of the 
two-entry 125cc Pro class with a rear 
flat. 

Davis shaved two minutes off his lap 
time as the course started to burn in and 
stretched his lead to almost a minute 
over Krause by the end of lap two. Pear- 
son was still in third, two seconds ahead 
of Zitterkopf, and Vosburg Racing's 
Destry Abbott blasted through in fourth 
on his KTM250. 

“I motocross a lot and this is a lot like 
a big motocross, so I did okay,” Abbott 
said. “I got a really bad start and I went 
down a couple of times, but I passed a 
lot of 250s and Opens.” 

Passing was tricky but possible in the 
tight terrain, and the cool, gusty winds 
that kept the spectators wrapped up in 
jackets most of the day helped by clear- 
ing away a lot of the dust. This became 
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important as Davis started to 

catch up and lap some of the ; 
slower riders, like KX500-mounted' 
Tommy Roberts, who had caught his 
foot on a rock early in the race and was 
struggling on with suspected broken 
toes. 

When the checkered flag dropped, it: 
was Davis by two minutes over Krause 
for the overall. Zitterkopf had turned a 
three-kick start followed by a three-fall 
race into second in the Open Class, and 
Pearson wrapped up second in the 250cc 
division. Everybody seemed happy with 
the unusual racing format. 

"It's fun for a change and the course 
was good, except that there was a big 
Joshua tree out there that got lower and 
lower as the race went on," Davis said. 
"The first time around I had to duck to 
get by it, and by the end of the race, I 
was smacking it big time with my hel- 
met." 

The Pros turned out again at 10:30 
a.m. to tackle course two, which began 
with a 20-foot sprint into a 90-degree 
corner in ankle-deep gravel. Krause got 
the jump on the Open Pro start and а! 
blitz around the far outside of the corner 
took Davis past the 250cc Pro pileup оп! 
the inside line and straight to the head 
of the class. 

Zitterkopf survived a collision with 
KTM's Jim Gray going into the third 
corner and launched a dash through the 
bushes that put him past Krause and 
into the Open Pro lead before he was 
halfway through the first circuit of the 
four-mile course. 

It was Zitterkopf, Krause, Gray and 
then Davis at the end of lap one, with 





Open Pro Mark Lundgreen, Steve 
Hengeveld and Donnie Book close 
behind. Bryan Folks had a one-minute 
lead over Troy Kalina in the 125cc Pro 
class, Tim Staab had his Honda XR600R 
comfortably ahead of Fred Willert's 
KTM LC4 in the two-entry Four-Stroke 
Pro class, and John Rudder was leading 
Over 30 Pro rivals Daryl Folks and Brian 
Schmuckle. 

"It would've been better with more 
people here. Maybe he (Folks) didn't 
publicize it very well or it's just so new, 
and it was really close to the Tonopah 
(round four) race, but people will come 
when they find out what it's like," said 
Pearson, who started at the head of the 
250cc pack but dropped his bike in the 
first half mile and restarted dead last. “I 
like it because it's so tight and more of 
the rider comes out. In Vegas to Reno, 
anybody can hold it wide open, but 
here, it's the rider who does it." 

Course two was every bit as tight as 
course one and the dust made passing 
harder than ever. 

"The dust was more of a problem on 
the second course because it was 
already churned up before we started 
racing on it and that made it really hard 
to pass," said Davis, who led the 250cc 
Pros all the way. “You can't get off the 
course in the bushes because there are 
rocks all over the place, so if the rider in 
front of you doesn't move over or make 
a mistake, you can't get by them." 

The dust worked to Davis' advantage 
when it put Krause into a rock and let 
Davis dodge around him in the middle 
of lap three. 

“I did a big header. I missed a boul- 
der with my front wheel and hit it 
square with the rear, and went kaboom,” 
Krause said. "I liked the course. It's 
about the same as course one - you have 
to work your butt off because you're 
hauling for an hour. There's no room for 
resting; you've just got to go, go, go." 

At the end of lap four, it was Zit- 
terkopf by a minute over Davis, Krause 
was another minute back in third, and 
Book and Gray were battling for fourth. 
Abbott, who had collided with 250cc 
Pro rival Oakley Lehman right off the 
start and ended up dead last, was neck 
and neck with Hengeveld for sixth. 

“We were going at it,” Abbot said. "I 
was doing everything I could to get 
around, and I went down right behind 
him near the end. I was too tired to do 
anything after that. 

At the end of lap five, Zitterkopf was 
also starting to feel a bit tired. 

“Oh man,” the spectators heard him 
groan, as Casey Folks indicated there 
was time to fit one more lap into the 50- 
ish minutes allotted to each race. 

“I thought they were going to end it 
after five," said Zitterkopf, who was 
turning nine-minute laps on the four- 
mile course. "It was as tight as the first 
course and I was ready to quit a couple 
of laps before that. Whenever I'm in the 
lead it's like, 'Okay, we can stop now.' 
In the last lap I couldn't see anybody 
behind me so I sat on the seat and 
podunked it in." 

Zitterkopf took the Open Pro win in 
first overall just under a minute ahead 
of 250cc Pro winner Davis. Krause 
grabbed third and Book, Hengeveld and 
Abbott dashed across the finish in one 
long cloud of dust. Folks held on to top 
the 125cc Pros, Rudder took win num- 
ber two in the Vet Pro division, and Tim 
Staab made it two for two in the Four- 
Stroke Pros. 

"The second loop was all silty - really 
tight and silty, which was tough on a 
four-stroke, but it was still fun," Staab 
said. “The first one was better - tight but 
no silt, and we were the first guys on it." 





By the time the third race got under 
way at 1 p.m., some of the racers were 
starting to feel the effects of a tough day 
of competition. 

“Т think it's harder than a long race 
because you get a break in between and 
that makes you stiffen up," said 125cc 
Pro Troy Kalina. "You need to get loos- 
ened up again." 

Pearson's problem was nerves. 

“I normally get a little nervous about 
five minutes before the start of a race, 
but today I got nervous over and over 
again. My stomach was killing me," said 
the 18-year-old KTM pilot. 

Krause's problem was riding hard 
and forgetting to rest. 

"]t's a really long day," he said. “АП 
the races were a full hour, so that's three 
hours you're holding on and, because 
they're only one hour long, you pin it 





the whole way. It's müch harder than a 
three-hour hare and hound because 
there's no break and you run wide open 
from start to finish each race. And then, 
because there's a break, you work on 
your bike between the races. By the end 
of the day, you're so tired." 

But there was no time to think about 
being tired when it was time to start 
race three. With two wins already under 
their belts, 250cc Pro leader Davis, Over 
30 Pro leader Rudder and Four-Stroke 
Pro leader Staab could relax a little, but 
Krause and Zitterkopf were tied for the 
Open Pro lead and Pearson, Hengeveld, 
Abbott and Book all had their hearts set 
on second in the 250cc class. 

It was Krause all the way as the last 
round's action got under way on the 
slightly more open, seven-mile circuit of 
course three. 

“It was a perfect race course for me. 
One of those ones where you just hold 
on and bounce and go fast," said 
Krause, who was 20 seconds ahead of 
second-place Zitterkopf at the end of lap 
one. “Zitt got close to me a couple of 
times, but he never passed me because I 
could lose him in the fast stuff. I could 
hear him and see him, but we would get 
out in the open stuff and he couldn't 
stay with me because of the dust. It 
worked out perfect." 

Davis elbowed his way through into 
third overall and took his usual place at 
the head of the 250cc Pros, and Gray, 
Abbott, Pearson, Hengeveld and Mark 
Lundgreen were once again battling 
handlebar-to-handlebar in the tight ter- 
rain. 
"This is really hard work but I love 
this kind of riding and this kind of ter- 
rain," Lundgreen said. ^I just wish I was 
on a 250 rather than a 500." 

The battle for the Open Pro win went

all the way into the last loop, with Zit- 
terkopf as little as eight seconds behind 
Krause as they flashed across the 
start/ finish line with just one lap to go. 

“I think Zitterkopf gave up at the 
end. He was putzing along and he 
moved over when he saw me," said 
Davis, who zipped past to grab second 
overall as lap four drew to a close even 
though he wasn't riding full-speed 
ahead, either. "My subframe bracket 
broke from pounding in the whoops 
and I was afraid it was going to break 
off and take my auxiliary gas tank with 
it, so I cooled it toward the end." 

And that was all Krause needed. He 
flashed home to take the Open Pro win 
with a 1-2-1 record for the day, 47 sec- 
onds ahead of Davis, whose 1-1-1 record 
in the 250cc Pros made him the unoffi- 
cial overall winner. 

"This stinks as far as bonuses from 
your sponsors go because it's not a nor- 
mal race where there's one overall win- 
ner. If they had an overall winner, I 
think it would be me, but I'm not sure 
what'll happen," said Davis, who admit- 
ted the day was fun anyway. "I wish 
more people would've turned up, espe- 
cially because (Folks) did a really good 
job laying out and marking the course. It 
was an old-style (Folks) race like we all 
used to love." 

Zitterkopf crossed the line in third 
overall, capturing second Open Pro with 
a 2-1-2 record, and Gray's steady 3-3-3 
performance gave him third-place hon- 
ors in the class. 

"There's not much you can do when 
it's this dusty and I knew there wasn't 
much chance of me moving up in posi- 
tion even if I won the last race, so I just 
grooved it.and took it easy," Gray said. 
^I like this kind of racing. It tests your 
ability. The races are short, but you 





























have to be in good shape to go the dis- 
tance because you're constantly pound- 
ing." 
Book crashed out of contention in the 
final race and Lehman retired from his 
second race in a row, leaving Pearson, 
Hengeveld, Abbott and Craig Hunter to 
round out the top five in the hotly con- 
tested 250cc Pro class. 

“Т bobbled a few times and Pearson 
got by me,” Hengeveld said. “The 
course was pretty bad. It got pretty rut- 
ted out from the previous races, but I 
had fun and Га do it again.” 

Bryan Folks’ victories in races two 
and three earned him bragging rights in 
the 125cc Pro class, Staab’s win-win-win 
record earned him Four-Stroke honors, 
and Rudder came out on top of Over 30 
contenders Daryl Folks and Schmuckle 
with a 1-1-2 record. 

"The last course was the best. It had 
tight stuff but it had some fast stuff, too 
- it was broken up pretty well," said 
Daryl Folks, who ruined Rudder's shot 
at a perfect three-for-three record when 
he grabbed the win in the final race. 

"| would have to give my Dad 
(Casey Folks) an A-plus. I would also 
have to say that everybody who bitched 
about the fast stuff at Tonopah (round 
four) got а rude awakening today." €N

n revamping its 600cc supersport contender for 1996, 
| Yamaha set a tough goal: produce a competitive track 
| tool that would win races, as well as a ridable street 
| machine that would suit a wide range of customers in 

| everyday use, all wrapped up in a single well-priced 
package. 

Ironically, the fact they succeeded so well in delivering 
a genuine all-arounder to the sportbike marketplace may 
have worked against them, at least in*the race paddock. 
Look at the supersport lineup in any country where the 
YZF600R Thundercat is sold, and wonder why such a 
major new model is still so thin on the grids. 

Almost certainly, potential track users were seduced 
into thinking that because of the YZF's genuine versatil- 
ity and ample passenger space, it was Yamaha's equiv- 
alent to the Kawasaki ZX6, a sporting jack-of-all-trades 
lacking the cutting edge needed to go for gold and win 
races. The fact that the Yamaha uses the same essen- 
tial engine package as its FZR600 predecessor also 
probably worked against it. "Not good enough then, 
so it won't win now," seemed to be the race track 
rationale. 

Mistake! At the highest level of supersport com-

rizio Pirovano (on the Team Alstare 
748SP Ducati) for the points lead in the 
International Open Supersport Champi- 
onship run alongside the World Super- 
bike series. 

Meregalli was running a close second 
to the 750cc twin in the points table as 
the 10-race series reached its halfway 
point and he only finally lost his chance 
at the title when his bike suffered an 
obscure electrical problem that took him 
out after only three laps at Assen, the 






















next-to-last round. Still, the Yamaha 
rider had a secure hold on second in the 
standings in front of Ducati-mounted 
Mauro Luchiari and a host of other 748 
riders. 

Clearly, the Yamaha showed its met- 
tle in both straight-line speed and han- 
dling prowess. 

Meregalli's upset victory on home 
ground at Monza underlined the Yama- 
ha's speed on a fast circuit against twin- 
cylinder bikes carrying a 25-percent 
capacity advantage, while his close sec- 
ond places on handling tracks like Mis- 
ano, Brno and Donington proved the 
four-cylinder YZF has the measure of the 
more nimble twins in the handling 
stakes, too - especially with the Interna- 
tional Supersport class' new 378-pound 
weight limit applying to twins and fours 
alike this season. 

And in the parallel Thunderbike 
series run as a GP support class (but 
rumored to disappear next year when 
the more prestigious Supersport World 
Cup achieves world title status) from 
which the twins are excluded, Yamahas 
won four out of the first five rounds, 
with Dutchman Jeffrey de Vries a close 
second in the points table at that point 
with two victories, just five points 
behind Honda-mounted Yves Briguet, 
who didn't win a race during the same 
period. 

De Vries ultimately finished third in 
the championship after the final round at 
Catalunya, where he finished fourth. 
Not bad for the first year of racing devel- 
opment. Anyone who had the chance to 
race a Yamaha YZF600R in 1996 and 
didn't must be kicking themselves. 

The chance to ride Meregalli's bike at 
Monza - scene of his narrow but decisive 
win over the herd of 750cc desmo twins - 
underlined what a competitive piece the 
new Yamaha is. It's easy to ride, with 
outstanding midrange engine pickup as 
well as top-end response, and a good 
chassis and suspension that makes the 
Thundercat the most competitive four- 
cylinder bike in the class right now. 

Maio's victory as a wild-card rider at 
Mugello in the Thunderbike round sup- 
porting the Italian GP really emphasized 
the YZF600R’s excellence. 

^We treated it as a competitive prac- 
tice session, and ran the bike in super- 
sport form rather than convert it to the 
more liberal Thunderbike spec," says 
© Belgarda team manager Giulio Bardi. 
"But we still won anyhow!" 

In doing so, Maio smashed defending 
T-Bike champion Yves Briguet's 1995 lap 
record by no fewer than 2.65 seconds, 
trapped at an amazing 165 mph past the 
pits as the Yamaha cruised home to 
untroubled victory. 

“I tried to stay with Meregalli, but his 
bike was faster and handled better than 
mine," said Honda-mounted Briguet 
after the race. 

Impressive - but even more so when 
Bardi insists that there's nothing on the 
Belgarda team bike that a privateer can't 
buy and fit to his own YZF. 

^We use only the customer Yamaha 
race kit, an Ohlins shock and a Ter- 
mignoni exhaust," Bardi says. "Plus lots 
of hours of dyno time and experimenta- 
tion to find the ideal setup. We've got a 
lot of talented people working here, and 
that's what makes the difference - it's a 
real team effort, without any trick parts." 

The Yamaha engine kit includes a set 
of cams with longer duration (lift must 
remain the same under supersport 
rules); a revised wiring harness and new 
ignition box which, however, retains the 
stock 13,800-rpm limiter; stiffer valve 
springs, though valves must remain the 
same diameter and be made from the 
same material, but can be reshaped as

third behind Maio at Misano, you get 
disqualified!). And, er, that's it. 

All you need to add on top of this are 
those hundreds of hours of patient work 
flowing the head, refining the engine, 
lightening and polishing parts like the 
crank and rods that you are allowed to 
work on, and gaining precious fractions 
of a horsepower with ongoing season- 
long development. 

Beppe Russo says the changes Yama- 
ha wrought to the YZF compared to the 
previous FZR, including forged pistons 
that are lighter and stronger than the 
previous cast ones, and а new, light- 
weight cylinder block with ceramic-coat- 
ed bores, have made it tougher and 
more reliable for race tuning, as well as 
five percent more powerful all through 
the rev range. Peak power on the Belgar- 
da bike is now 118 bhp at 13,700 revs, 
compared to the 111 bhp he got from the 
FZR600, but with substantially 
improved acceleration, even with the 
bigger 36mm (up 2mm) Keihin CVKD 
carbs now fitted. 

This is thanks mainly to the sophisti- 
cated new pressurized airbox system, 
with twin, side-mounted resonator boxes 
into which the airflow from the central 
entry duct splits to improve midrange 
torque by optimizing airbox resonance, 
as well as completely separating the air- 
flow from engine and radiator heat. Bel- 
garda uses the kit water radiator, based 
on the FZR1000 EXUP one (which kept 
the temperature down to a cool 170 
degrees for my ride, even using lots of 
revs on a warm Italian summer's day) as 





well as retaining the stock liquid-cooled 
oil radiator. 

Another key factor is the throttle 
position sensor (TPS) fitted to the Kei- 
hins (which also have their float bowls 
vented to the same pressure as the ram 
air, to prevent leaning out at high 
speeds), which dials up more advance 
from the ignition, depending on the 
throttle opening and engine speed, in 
turn delivering a more responsive, 
crisper pickup at part-throttle openings. 

Two laps of Monza are enough to 
convince you how the T-Cat's astonish- 
ing throttle response and take-no-prison- 
ers torque has transformed the bike into 
such a potent Ducati beater, negating the 
V-twin desmo’s extra punch out of turns 
that’s been its main edge over the fours - 
until now. 

The Yamaha’s midrange pickup is 
absolutely awesome for a 600cc super- 
sport machine. Pulling a third-gear 
wheelie hard on the gas cranked over 
exiting the first chicane at Monza is the 
sort of thing you expect from a works 
superbike, but to have its kid brother 
pull the same trick on you wasn’t in the 
script. It carburets cleanly from 8,000 
rpm up in a tight corner, like flip-flop- 
ping from side to side in that first chi- 
cane, but it’s best to use that close-ratio 
gearbox with 700-1,000 rpm average 
drop per shift to keep the motor operat- 
ing in the five-figure zone. 

Though Beppe Russo says the crank 
isn't lightened, it feels as if it is by the 
way the T-Cat revs so eagerly - from 
9,500 to 12,000 rpm there’s a really vivid 
pickup in engine speed, en route to your 
appointment with the 13,800-rpm rev-

limiter, which when you do hit it just 
flutters the engine, rather than killing it 
stone dead so you lose momentum. 

The T-Cat keeps pulling hard all the 
way to the redline, too, with the precise, 
light-action throttle delivering sharp, 
responsive carburetion which Giulio 
Bardi insists they rarely have to change 
from one circuit to another. 

“Once you dial in the CVKD carbs, 
they're very forgiving, so changes in 
humidity or altitude aren’t so critical,” 
he says. “But the trick to get such good 
midrange response is to set the carbure- 
tion up quite rich, without sacrificing top 
speed. When Maio slipstreamed past 
Pirovano to win here at Monza, we 
knew we'd got the balance right, so we 
leave well enough alone!" 

A supersport racer that makes the 
numbers without being as peaky and 
high-revving as the ZX6 Kawasaki it has 
completely eclipsed on European race 
tracks this year doesn't ask you to work 
the gearbox so hard, but the shift action 
on the Yamaha is sharp and precise, even 
when I ignored Giulio Bard's advice and 
started up-shifting without the clutch, as 
you'd expect to do with any racer. 

Giulio regrets that speed-shifters are 
banned from supersport racing, because 
he reckons they'd be an inexpensive 
safety measure, citing the speed of the 
primary gear fitted to the YZF as other- 
wise discouraging clutchless shifting. 
But in 28 laps of the Monza GP circuit, I 
didn't miss a gear once. 

And the motor's so torquey you can 
actually short-shift to settle the bike bet- 
ter and work the meaty part of the 
power curve, like in the middle of the 
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Ascari chicane 

ready for a hard 

drive out-onto the 

back straight - not usually a luxury 

afforded by a high-revving 600cc four, 

where every last rpm traditionally 

makes a difference to your lap time. 

Yamaha has gone the Ducati route and 

beaten the desmo twins at their own 
game. Neat trick! 

The laws of physics prevent Yamaha 
from making an in-line four as nimble as 
a lengthwise V-twin, but it isn’t far from 
making the YZF’s updated FZR-based 
steel Deltabox chassis a match for the 
Ducati in tighter turns. The T-Cat feels 
heavier than a Ducati changing from one 
side to another in a chicane, but not by 
much. 

‘Even with the stock wheelbase and 
steering geometry, the Belgarda bike 
steers very sweetly into a turn once 
you're off the brakes, and is impressively 
stable around a long, fast sweeper like 
the Curvone, where the blip in the 
screen allows you to squat down behind 
the aerodynamic Tiger Shark bodywork 
quite comfortably. 

The riding position is fairly spacious 
and feels street bike-derived rather than 
close-coupled like a superbike, allowing 
you to move easily around the bike to 
help it change direction. Belgarda has 
paid a lot of attention to the front sus- 
pension, fitting the stiffer, shorter 
springs from the Yamaha race kit to the 
41mm stock forks, and carefully refining 
the result. 

Same thing at the rear, where an 
Ohlins race shock 15mm longer than 
stock but fitted with the street link has 
helped raise the rear end, to increase 
front-end weight bias and thus grip, as 
well as giving Maio a little more ground 
clearance - and the grip of the new-gen- 
eration Michelin TX15/25 treaded tires 
are enough to let him lean the YZF over 
a long way as he maxes out corner speed. 

That’s also why he runs a 120/70 
front instead of the 120/60 the YZF is 
delivered with, and the result is a bike 
with a degree of front-end grip that 
wouldn’t disgrace a slick-shod superbike 
- as Carl Fogarty obligingly helped 
underline when he zapped me on his 
factory Honda RC45 accelerating out of 
the second chicane at Monza, and I was 
able to tuck right in his wheel tracks 
through the Lesmo double right after 
that, which is as stern a test of a bike’s 
front-end handling as you can find any- 
where. 

Okay, so Carl was probably running 
in a new motor or warming the tires - 
but the corner speed the Michelin-shod 
Yamaha will allow you to maintain is 
truly impressive, with more feel from 
the new front Michelin than I’d ex 
those street forks would deliver. And as 
those third-gear power wheelies hoisting 
the front wheel cranked over at 11,000 
rpm out of the first chicane proved, 
there’s good grip at the rear, too. The 
stock rear link gives a nice, progressive 
response when you hit a bump жт оп 
the gas, and has excellent traction out of 
the chicanes. 

One way you discover the excellence 
of the Yamaha's front-end grip, though, 
is by realizing that the one-piece Sumito- 
mo four-piston brake calipers - which 
are one of the street YZF600's proudest 
pieces of trick hardware - don't really 
live up to their billing on the race track. 

Belgarda has dropped the Thunder- 
cat's 411-pound dry weight in street 
form to 385 half-dry, just 6.6 pounds 
over the supersport limit, without even 
resorting to carbon-fiber bodywork or 
the like. Yet the Sumitomos and their 
298mm steel discs don't have the bite out 
on the race track that you'd expect them 
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to deliver after sampling them on the 
street, where they set a new standard in 
volume production roadster brakes. 

At Monza, 1 found myself having to 
brake earlier than I'd expected, and once 
you've found your braking points, you 
must stick to them whatever happens, 
because the Yamaha's stoppers leave 
nothing in reserve. It's a bit like riding a 
250 or a Supermono with a single front 
disc: It stops, only not as good as with 
two. 

Here, the steel brakes and the Sumies 
work acceptably, only not as well as the 
much sharper Brembos on a Ducati 748, 
and if you dare to try to extend their 
potential, you'll end up instead explor- 
ing the outer limits of that super front 
Michelin's grip on the angle, because 
you have nothing in reserve. 

The Yamaha's brakes didn't fade, but 
they never worked as well as I'd thought 
they would in the first place. Bardi says 
that while Meregalli thinks they're okay 
without being exceptional, his teammate 
Guareschi (fourth in the title race at mid- 
season) has the same criticisms as I have. 
Considering he's the reigning Italian 
Supermono champion, he surely knows 
all about late braking and carrying a 
high corner speed! 

However, provided you treat your 
braking mark as a red stop light, and 
don't get tempted to amber-gamble 
because someone's alongside you, the 
Yamaha stops all right, but even with the 
stiffer fork springs, there's quite notable 
weight transfer. You can feel the back 
end getting very light and starting to 
weave around as you lay the bike into 
the turn still on the brakes. 

This is more off-putting than it would 
be with a slick-shod bike, because the 
weight transfer upsets front-tire stability 
with the treaded rubber, unsettling the 
front so the bars start to shake slightly in 
your hands as you lay the Yamaha into 
the turn on the brakes. The well-set-up 
suspension with stiffer springs keeps 
working okay - the forks don't freeze or 
chatter the wheel - but there isn't the 
precision you might expect from what's

otherwise a pretty competent race bike 
in terms of handling. 

After trying various solutions, I found 
that stamping hard on the back brake 
before squeezing the front brake lever 
helped reduce the weight transfer by ini- 
tially loading up the back wheel, but only 
at the cost of extending your braking dis- 
tance. It did improve stability, but didn't 
completely cure the problem, and crank- 
ing up the steering damper was no solu- 
tion either, because it made the steering 
too heavy and kept the Yamaha from 
pretending it was a twin. 

Learn to live with it if you race a 
YZF600R in 1997 - but otherwise thank 
Yamaha for delivering an ultra-competi- 
tive, reliable Supersport package at rea- 
sonable cost. 

“It's not a new engine, but Yamaha 
transformed it and gave it a new life in 
the Thundercat,” says Giulio Bardi. “The

YZF600 is now the benchmark of the 600 
class for the privateer, and next year I’m 
sure there'll be a lot more customer bikes 
out there which will be just as competi- 
tive as us, because they'll have access to 
the same parts as we do. 

"That's the great thing about Super- 
sport racing, which we mustn't lose sight 
of when it becomes a world series in 
1997. This isn't a mini-superbike class: 
the restrictions on tuning mean it's inge- 
nuity which is rewarded rather than the 
size of your pocketbook, and the YZF600 
gives you a great basis for winning at the 
highest level." 

Hard to argue with that: Maio Mere- 
galli's results this season speak for them- 
selves, and riding his bike at Monza 
proved that Yamaha has set the Cat 
among the pigeons in supersport racing 
with the debut of the YZF600. The Cat's 
whiskers? Sure is! сх

20 
merican Suzuki / Moose/ FMF's 
Д Rodney Smith wrapped up his 
second career National Hare 
Scrambles Championship at St. 
Joe's State Park during round eight of the 
series, the Leadbelt National Hare Scram- 
bles. 

There was no bottle of bubbly on 
hand or a round of ovation from the 
more than 400 spectators to acknowledge 
this feat. Smith simply pulled into his 
pits to receive a hug and the thumbs up 
from teammate and close friend Steve 
Hatch. 

And that was that, but Smith has 
never been the flashy type, even though 
he has been the leader through the entire 
series. The simple congratulations 
bandied about by a few admirers fit the 
mood and the rider. Smith really had 
very little comment on his championship 
performance. 

“1 came here today to beat Steve," 
Smith said plainly. "It didn't matter who 
else won today as long as I came in 
ahead of Steve and won the champi- 
onship today. It's hard (beating Steve) 
because we are such good friends, and 
we train and ride together all the time." 

Hatch had even more praise for the 
champ than Smith himself. 

"He's a great competitor and great 
friend," Hatch said. "You couldn't ask 
for anyone better, and he really worked 
hard for the two championships he's got. 
I'm learning a lot, and he (Smith) has 
taught me a lot. I definitely have to thank 
him for the last four years of taking me 
under his wing, helping me. He taught 
me most everything I know. He didn't 
have to do that." 

Unlike Smith's prior wins, when he 
breezed across the finish line minutes 
ahead of his nearest competitor, today's 
outcome was left to the very end of the 
fourth and final lap, actually the last 800 
yards of the 17.1-mile course. And the 
man to challenge Smith to the bitter end 
was none other then teammate Hatch, 
whose narrow loss was too close to 
count, even with the computer technolo- 
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gy the promoting club, the Missouri 
Mudders, had on hand to score the event. 

The posted starting time was 12:30 
p-m. for the 210 riders who signed up. 
Weather conditions were absolutely per- 
fect for a three-hour hare scrambles with 
bright sunny skies and a cool 65 degrees 
with a nice breeze to keep the riders 
vented. There were 19 AA riders on 
hand ready to give it their best shot when 
the flag dropped. 

And, like a repetition of Indiana from 
several weeks ago, Suzuki's “Holeshot” 
Hatch claimed top honors for the first to 
leave the line and led the pack around 
the spectator pond, which was about 
eight-tenths of a mile around. Hatch was 
followed up close by several local Mis- 
souri riders and the rest of the pack was 
pretty much obscured in the extremely 
dusty start. 

As the group hit the first tum around 
the pond, the two following Hatch tan- 
gled together and landed in the dirt. 
Emerging out of the mayhem of dust and 
riders behind Hatch was Smith, Mac 
Cycle/ White Knuckle Racing-backed 
Rob Kopp, and trailing in fourth was 
Brian Garrahan. 

The real surprise of the start came in 
the form of KTM's Scott Plessinger, who 
had a dead-last start. 

“I wasn't even ready for the start,” 
Plessinger said. "I didn't even have my 
foot on the kick start." 

As the leaders entered the woods after 
crossing the wide-open sandy flats, 
Smith had closed the gap between him- 
self and Hatch, while Garrahan had 
passed by Kopp for third. Garrahan 
grabbed a handful of throttle and moved 
up on the two Suzuki riders in hopes of 
keeping them in his sights. 

What Garrahan hadn't counted on 
was Plessinger, who was steadily march- 
ing his way up through the ranks. 
Plessinger made use of his high-caliber 
riding skills by not only making a 
smooth, clean pass on Garrahan but reel- 
ing in Smith and passing him as well. 

Hatch was next in the ing order, 
and Plessinger soon had him reeled in. 
Hatch looked over his shoulder, saw 
Plessinger trying to overtake him and

‘and clinch a second 
AMA National Hare 
Scrambles 
Championship.

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turned up the pace. Farther back in the 
ranks, running seventh and eighth, were 
Jason Dahners and Eric Mashbir. 

After the first lap, it was the 
Hatch /Plessinger combination through 
in front with Smith about 30 seconds 
back. He in turn was followed in by Gar- 
rahan, Leigh Letellier, Kopp, Dahners 
and Mashbir. 

Dahners was the only one to make a 
brief pit stop for goggles. Dahners' 
Rolloff canister had been jammed open 
by a branch, spilling the film all around 
him like spaghetti. When Dahners 
attempted to rip off the streaming roll of 
film, the lens ripped out of his goggles, 
leaving him without goggles for the 
entire first lap. 

Dahners caught back up to Kopp on 
the back straightaway of the pond and 
luck went his way as right before the duo 
entered the woods, Kopp wiped out and 
Dahners flew by. 

" After that, I just put my head down 
and tried to ride as smooth as I could," 
Dahners said. "By the end of the second 
lap, I caught Garrahan at the gas. My pit 
stop was a little bit faster than his, so I 
got out right behind him. We crossed the 
flats together and I went into the woods 
right behind him. 

“We came to this sector where I had 
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the opportunity to take this line off to the 
right,” he continued. "I took it and came 
out ahead of Garrahan and never saw 
him again after that. That's funny 
because right before the race, Garrahan 
said to me that his goal for today was just 
to keep me in sight." 

Dahners was not the only rider to bet- 
ter his position in the field on the second 
lap. Smith had moved up behind Hatch 
when Plessinger had moved over and let 
him go by. 

“After Plessinger let me by, I knew 
that I had to reel in Steve," Smith said. 
^We were coming into this ridge section 
on the last three or four miles of the 
course. I was a little bit faster here then 
Steve, and I caught up to him and actual- 
ly passed him. I moved into the lead at 
the end of the second lap." 

The end of the second lap also saw 
Smith, Hatch, Garrahan and Dahners all 
pit simultaneously. But where was 
Plessinger? Most of the AA riders had 
now completed the second lap before 
Plessinger finally put in an appearance, 
and it wasn't to pit. Plessinger dismount- 
ed his bike, leaned it up against his van 
and called it a day. 

^On the second lap, I went out and 
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everything seemed to be working pretty 
good, but pretty soon Rodney got by and 
then I clipped a rock and crashed,” 
Plessinger said. "I crashed again and 
Jason got by me. I just wasn't having a 
good day and decided to call it quits. It 
was my weekend to have bad luck. I've 
been doing good for the last three weeks 
racing Nationals and GNCC. 

“I decided to give Steve and Rodney a 
break and let them have it easy this 
week," Plessinger added with a laugh. 

Qut on the third lap, it was Smith's 
turn to take a soil sample with a crash 
which ended up with Hatch sailing by. In 
the tight woods sections, it was obvious 
that Hatch was the faster of the two, and 
he really used this to his advantage by 
wicking it up to put some ground 
between himself and Smith. 

Mashbir, who had worked his way up 
to fifth, also suffered his share of woes as 
he smashed his rear brake caliper and 
lost his rear brake for the remainder of 
the race. Mashbir sank back to seventh. 

The end of the third saw Hatch, 
Smith, Dahners, Garrahan, Kopp, Letelli- 
er, Mashbir and Blair Bersano running in 
that order. The AA riders were so busy 
concentrating on where everyone was in 
their own respective classes that few 
noticed Bersano was working his way up 
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through the riders. Bersano, a 250cc 
expert, was second off the line in the sec- 
ond wave of riders at the start of the race. 
He quickly outdistanced the rest of the 
250cc class and slowly started picking off 
the slower AA riders. 

By the time most of the AA riders 
paid any attention to Bersano, it already 
was too late for most of them, as by the 
end of the third lap, Bersano sat just in 
back of Mashbir for eighth overall. On 
the final lap, Mashbir and Bersano locked 
horns and did a little jamming as the line 
each rider had been following stream- 
lined into one with neither rider giving 
an inch. 

In the end, Mashbir proved the more 
aggressive of the two as Bersano yielded 
to his tactics. Mashbir's glory was short- 
lived as a few seconds later Bersano com- 
pleted a pass on Mashbir that stuck and 
left the AA rider eating dust. 

Lap four, the final lap, was do or die 
for Smith and time to settle the battle of 
the Suzukis between himself and Hatch. 

^He got away from me when I 
crashed on the third lap and I knew that I 
had to reel him back in again," Smith 
said. "We rode the whole last lap togeth- 
er. I knew it was too tight in the woods to 
really try to get by anywhere, so my 
whole game plan was to pass him in the 
last sand whoops section at the finish. 
For once the game plan came out." 

Out of the woods, the pair emerged 
side by side, hitting the power lines and 
sand whoops for the final run to the fin- 
ish. Smith pulled by Hatch, as planned, 
in the whoops, but Hatch pulled right 
back by on an inside corner. And it all 
came down to a lapper who - in his haste 
to clear himself of the track - bogged his 
bike in the deep sand right in front of the 
madcap duo. 

Hatch was forced to back off for just a 
breath as Smith cut a new line around the 
lapper. Smith jumped over a berm, back 
onto the track and the win was his as the 
chute to the finish line was now only a 
few hundred yards away. It all happened 
so fast that spectators and course officials 
were still scratching their heads long 
after the pair had raced from sight. 

“For the last 17 miles, we just went for 
it,” Hatch said of the final dash. "We 
raced along, passed a lot of lappers, and I 
knew that I had to make some time on 
him. The only spot that I know that he 
might have a good chance to pass me 
was the sand whoops at the end. We 
came to there and I had it pinned and he 
had it pinned. We were both sideways 
and praying for the best. We were riding 
over our heads and could have crashed 
so easily. It was a good race right down 
to the wire." 





Despite Smith winning the war, it was 
Hatch who actually ended up with a 
faster lap time of 42 minutes in one lap. 

Third place wept to Dahners, who 
rode a lonely race to the end after passing 
Garrahan earlier in the race. Kopp was 
next in order with Bersano right on his 
tail. Garrahan trailed in almost a minute 
later with a noticeably rear flat tire. 

“1 just kind of toughed it back to the 
end," Garrahan said. "I was just happy to 
finish where I did. Besides that, my 
clutch adjuster kept coming loose so I 
had to keep slowing down to adjust that 
during most of the race. I actually pulled 
into the Suzuki pits where they fixed it 
for me." 

When the final time differences were 
accounted for, it was actually Lancing 
Cycles' Bersano placing fourth overall 
with Kopp in fifth. 

There is still one final round of the 
series slated to be run, November 3 in 
Millfield, Ohio. With the championship 
clinched, Smith was rather doubtful that 
he would be in attendance. It seems 
Suzuki would like the veteran to try his 
hand at the Veteran Motocross Nationals, 
slated to run in California for that same 
weekend. сх

SAN JOSE, CA, OCT. 19 
ruise down Tully Road on the 
outskirts of San Jose, California, 
and you might hear it. 

Listen closely and it's possible that 
you could detect a short-burst, ascending 
and descending drone emanating from 
one of the many barns on the property of 
the Santa Clara County Fairgrounds. 
Something on the order of sheep on 
steroids, perhaps? 

They're not sheep, but they are on 
steroids. The noise comes from a number 
of pumped-up XR100s, circling what 
could be the world’s smallest dirt track 
oval, in the Engines Only Barn Burner 
Series. 

Frank Nye of Engines Only is not only 
the title sponsor and the tuning guru to 
most of the field present at any one of the 
Barn Burner races, he is also the organiz- 
er for the series, which is in its third year 
on the dwarfed tenth-mile located inside 
a barn at the fairgrounds. 

“The first ones actually came around 


years ago through (former San Jose Mile 
promoter) Harold Murrell,” Nye says. “It 
was just a friendly deal, and it died out. 
Then two years ago, Harold approached 
me and said, ‘Hey, what do you think 
about doing another barn race?’

“We looked at the building where 
they used to have them, and then we 
looked at the new building. I told them 
how to lay it out, and away we went.” 

According to Nye, the inaugural Barn 


Burner event drew 50 riders, but word of “| 


the series spread quickly and the field 
swelled. By the third race, there were 
over 150 riders in attendance. That's no 
surprise to Nye, who maintains that the 
San Jose area is rife with hard-core dirt 
trackers, most of whom spent their lives 
growing up around the San Jose Mile. 

"This area needs a race track really 
bad," Nye says. "This is close, and the 
timing is everything. Nothing else is 
going on. Now (fall to early winter) is the 
time to do it." 

Nye also attributes the tremendous 
participation to the machinery itself. The 
vast majority of the field is mounted on 
the Honda XR100 in various states of 
tune, though other brands are allowed 
under the rules. The event is basically a 
minicycle race, featuring stock and modi- 
fied divisions. 

"The bike has to be manufactured as a 
four-stroke minicycle, which allows 
Suzuki DRs, Honda XR 80s and 100s," 
Nye says. "In the Modified classes, we 
allow transplanting the engine to other 
frames, but it has to be a minicycle frame. 
You have to use the original head, cylin- 
der and cases. Other than that it's pretty 
much a run-what-ya-brung deal." 

Nye himself has been the pioneer of 
engine development for the Barn Burner 
bikes. His 120cc kits are practically the 
standard in the series’ Modified cate- 
gories, and many racers have stretched 

their engines to the 150cc 
class limit. Nye says that 
he never wanted to see 
the engines get that big, 
but in the tight confines 
of the barn, all of the 
trickery in the world 
doesn't seem to matter. 

“At some of the other 
places we run, like Glen 
Helen or Lodi, it mat- 
ters," Nye says. "Here I 
can just slow the track 
down. It's still a rider 
thing. If you've got a 
120, you're right in the 
hunt. If you're good 
enough, you can get out 
there on a stocker and 
win it." 

And you'd better be 
good enough to survive 
in the barn, which offers 
some of the most 
intense, handlebar-to- 
handlebar action found 
in motorcycle racing. 
That action was well 
illustrated at the 1996 

series opener, which drew а modest 60 
riders, something Nye attributed to the 
numerous other racing events that were 
taking place in the area on the San Jose 
Mile weekend. 

“We had a vintage motocross race, a 
sprint car race and the mile," Nye said 
without worry. “Next week it will be a 
lot bigger." 

Even so, the Over 16 Expert Modified 
race, the main event of the night, was a 
hotly contested affair. The riders were 
"bid upon" in the traditional manner by 
the 300 spectators who filled the stands 
in the barn, with the total purse then 
being split between the winning rider 
and the fan who bid the highest for him. 

Local expert John Hlebo III was the 
man on the pole as the 20-lap Formula 
100cc Pro main event readied at the start- 
ing line, and Hlebo was the first man to 
the turn as the eight-rider field blasted 
off the line. Though he would lead every 
lap, Hlebo had his hands full with fellow 
Northern California expert Paul Iwana- 
ga. 
The Japanese rider was attempting to 
make the outside line work against the 
pole-putting Hlebo, and his desperation 





grew with each passing lap as the seven- 
second laps whisked away. 

Further back, Mike Kunsman and 
Jason Stefani were putting equal pres- 
sure on Brad Spencer, and when 
Spencer bobbled on the eighth lap, both 
riders blasted by him. Kunsman then 
used the clear track in front of him to 
catch the lead pair and create a three- 
rider battle for the lead. The order 
remained unchanged until the white- 
flag lap when Kunsman got a run on 
Iwanaga and stuffed it under him for 
second place at the finish, earning $70 
for his efforts. 

“1 was trying to do what I could to get 
up front," Kunsman said. "Once I had a 
clear track, then I could move up. It's 
hard to pass on this little track, but it's 
just real fun coming back and seeing all 
my old friends from racing." 

The 23-year-old Hlebo scored the win 
and earned $240. 

"That was a good little race," Hlebo 
said. "I was geared so low that I knew I 
would be able to get from corner to cor- 
ner real good. Then Paul started showing 
me a wheel on the outside, so I moved 
up a little. But Kunsman started trying to 
go low on me, so it was like, ‘Ahhhh!’ 
Both of those guys had a real good mid- 
dle line." 

Iwanaga held on for third over Stefani 
and Spencer. Iwanaga did not go away 
empty handed, however, as he won the 
Vet Expert main event during the night. 

A. similar barn banger took place in 
the Formula 100 (0-16) Junior class as 
Jesse Vankol and Chris Canepa went at it 
for the full 12 laps. Vankol ran the low 
line to perfection while Canepa vainly 
attempted to make an outside pass on 
the leader by broadsliding the turns from 
the cushion. 

The crafty Canepa managed to draw 
Vankol far enough off the pole to open 
up room on the inside of the track, and 
that's exactly where Canepa headed as 
the pair hit turn three on the last lap. 
The two riders then collided as they 
came off the fourth turn, and they were 
locked together as they took the check- 
ered flag, but Canepa managed to pull 
off the pass and take the win by less 
than a wheel. 

Other class winners on the night 
included Ronnie Dominguez and Mark 
Carrillo in the Pee Wee, Novice and 
Junior ranks, respectively. Gary Plaatje 
won the Over 16 Junior main while 
Louis Canepa won the Vet Junior fea- 
ture. 

All in all, it was a good opening night 
for Nye and the Barn Burner Series. Nye 
expects the attraction to grow for fairly 
simple reasons. 

"This is entry-level racing," Nye says. 
"And it draws guys from a lot of differ- 
ent facets - from Kenny Roberts to the 
guy down the street. Where else can you 
come and race with guys like Roberts or 
Chris Carr on a level playing field? Here 
you can do that." єс

AMA Mid-South Winter Hare Scrambles, Round 1

GREENVILLE, KY, OCT. 20 
$: Cycle Racing's reigning 
champion Doug Blackwell picked 
up where he left off to take top 
honors at round one of the Mid-South 
Winter Hare Scrambles Series on a beau- 
tiful autumn day in western Kentucky. 
It was Mike Morris on his new Team 
Green/Perry's Kawasaki who had the 
quickest reflexes as he shot into an early 
lead. Unfortunately, Morris slid out 
about a mile into the race and surren- 
dered the lead. KTM-mounted John 
Maschino took over and led briefly until 
front brake problems slowed his charge. 
“I guess I'm gong to have to start 
using a front disc cover because I got a 
stick wedged in my brake caliber that 
left me with no front brake, so L had to 
stop and extract it,” Maschino said. 
With Maschino gone, Blackwell led 
briefly until overshooting a turn. Robert 
Patterson on his Sarge's Cycle Suzuki 
took over and led the freight train of Pro 
riders into the computer check tent at 
the end of the first 8.8-mile lap. 
Patterson led a host of pros heading 
out on the second lap, including Morris 
- who also slipped back past Blackwell - 
and another Team Green rider, Mike 
Sampson, who worked up to fourth 
from a last-place start. 
At lap's end, the top five remained 
the same except for Blackwell putting a 
move on Morris and coming through 
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the check tent in second. Sampson also 
kept pace with Indiana's Shad Ricketts, 
who came out of semi-retirement to 
move into fifth place. 

Blackwell made his move to the front 
as he passed Patterson about halfway 
through the third lap and continued out 
front to check in about 10 seconds ahead 
at lap's end. Blackwell made a quick pit 
stop for fuel and pulled out on lap four 
just a bike length ahead of Patterson, 
with Morris keeping pace just a second 
back. 

A dejected Sampson lost sight of the 
leaders when, as he explained: “These 
two lapped riders fell together in what 
was actually one of the only tight sec- 
tions on the course and I had to just sit 
there and wait until they got out of the 
way. There was just nowhere to go. The 
trees and brush were so dense." Ricketts 
held on to fifth. 

Blackwell continued out front and 
stretched out his lead on second place 
ever so slightly. Morris slipped by Pat- 
terson when he also encountered a cou- 
ple of slower riders who allowed Morris 
to sneak past him. 

“I think the Apex Valley Riders did a 
good job of keeping the course technical, 
demanding and open to accommodate 
the 350-plus riders in attendance," Pat- 
terson said. "But I just came up on them 
(a pack of slower riders) and Morris got 
past when I committed and he held 
back." 

Sampson checked in about 30 sec- 





onds off the leader's pace with Ricketts 
about the same behind him. 

Heading out on the fifth and final 
lap, Blackwell enjoyed about a 10-sec- 
ond lead on Morris, as he did on Patter- 
son. Blackwell stretched his lead on 
Morris to about 35 seconds by lap's end. 

Patterson kept pace with Morris, 
checking in about 10 seconds back. 
Sampson held onto fourth at the finish. 
Ricketts held off the advances of a hard- 
charging Maschino to take fifth place. 

“I just want to praise the promoters 
for the great course and series they put 
on down here," Blackwell said when 
asked about the race. ^I really enjoy 
these events; they do a great job."

International Supercross Series, Round 2 


SuperMac 
steals show

SALT LAKE CITY, UT, SEPT. 28 
T he Rocky Mountains provided a 
scenic backdrop for star Jeremy 
McGrath at round two of the 
International Supercross Series, held at 
Jordan River State Park. McGrath easily 
won the 250cc Pro class, while Jeff 
Willoh gave a similar performance in 
the 125cc Pro class. 

"We're on our way to Vegas and 
thought this would be fun," McGrath said 
of his surprise appearance at the event. 
“Of course I want to win, but I'm here to 
have fun without the usual pressure." 

Brian Swink had taken the 250cc Pro 
win at round one, but second- and 
third-place riders Phil Lawrence and 
Kyle Lewis were eager to knock him out 
of the points lead and claim their shares 
of the $60,000 purse. Additional motiva- 
tion lay in the fact thatthe top 12 riders 


in the class in the first two rounds 
would receive an all-expense-paid trip 
to Mexico for round three. This lured 
other tóp-name riders such as Canadian 
National Champion Jean-Sebastian Roy, 
Team SplitFire's David Pingree, and 
Team Xtreme's Jimmy Button. 

Two unusual things happened at the 
start of the 250cc Pro main: McGrath 
didn't get the holeshot, and Lewis did. 
McGrath had control of the lead by the 
third lap. Pingree followed McGrath past 
Lewis into second. Lewis glanced behind 
him and saw Lawrence and Willoh right 
behind him. As Lewis braked to adjust 
his speed for a small tabletop jump, 
Lawrence kept it pegged, launching him- 
self and landing on the back side of a 
small jump following the tabletop. Lewis 
looked stunned but exited the following 
turn ahead of Lawrence. 

On the next lap Lawrence misjudged 
the jump and took a soil sample. Before 
he could restart, Buddy Antunez and 
Swink swooped past and into fourth 
and fifth. Up front, McGrath had things 
well under control, showing his mastery 
of the staggered whoop section by tim- 
ing the midsection of whoops and peg- 
ging it to sail over the last four. Pingree 
had a firm grip on second. The 125cc 
specialist looked strong and confident 
on his SplitFire KX250. 

As the laps wound down, McGrath, 
Pingree, Lewis and Antunez had things 
under control. The battle for fifth was 
still raging between Swink and 
Lawrence. Both riders would launch off 
the tabletop, landing on the back side of 
the following jump. Swink, however, 
ended up getting behind a lapper on this 
jump and had to brake. Lawrence passed 
to secure fifth. On the white-flag lap, 
McGrath acknowledged the crowd over 
every jump before getting sideways at 
the checkers. Pingree took second. 

“I got a good start and basically fol- 
lowed McGrath past Lewis," the runner- 
up said. "After that I figured I'd better 
ride my own race and not worry that it's 
McGrath in front of me." 

At the start of the 125cc Pro main, 
Ryan Clark pulled the holeshot ahead of 
Willoh and Cory Keeney and immedi- 
ately grabbed a three-second lead. 
Willoh had his hands full in second as 
Keeney tried cutting inside on every 
turn. Willoh let Keeney know he wasn't 
about to be block-passed as he held the 
throttle wide open through each turn 
instead of hitting the brakes. Keeney's 
strategy eventually backfired as he lost 
momentum through the turns, letting 
Willoh escape. 

By the halfway mark, Willoh was 
right on Clark's tail and showing the 
cheering crowd how to execute the per- 
fect block pass. Keeney tried to follow 
Willoh past Clark but bumped bars with 
Clark, putting both riders on the ground. 
Keeney recovered quickly and was able 
to work his way back to third by moto's 
end. Clark wasn't as fortunate, but 
would still salvage a sixth overall. 

The downed riders opened the door 
for Jason McCormick, who slipped into 
second. Willoh had the crowd cheering 
on the last lap as he styled over the 
jumps and got sideways for the crowd 
at the tabletop finish.

usaberg's Mike Young Jr. rolled 
H Muddy Creek beaming with 

confidence that the 14 points sep- 
arating him from KTM's Keith Bowen 
would be enough to nail down the 
championship in the East Coast 4-Stroke 
National Series. 

"I'm just going to go out there and 
try to get good starts, ride smart and be 
consistent, not try to take any big 
chances but still ride like I can," Young 
said. 

Consistency was Young's forte as he 
finished 2-2 on the day, netting the 
championship in the 4-Stroke division 
along with the overall honors in the 
Honda Top Gun Showdown. 

Honda of Troy's Mike Brown cap- 
tured the Honda Top Gun honors in the 
250cc class and attained the champi- 
onship in the AMA Fall Classic Series. 

Over 1,300 riders participated in the 
two-day, America Honda-sponsored 
event, which also included the finales of 
the United States Mega Series and the 
AMA Fall Classic Series. Victory Sports 
did an excellent job of preparing and 
maintaining the track throughout the 
day as well as ensuring the smooth run- 
ning of the program events. 

Young grabbed the lead early in the 
first 4-Stroke Top Gun moto, but went 
down halfway through the first lap, 
allowing Bowen and his teammate, 
Lance Smail, the West Coast 4-Stroke 
Champion, to get by before he could get 
remounted. Todd DeHoop was running 
in the fourth position with the White 
Brothers' Spud Walters in fifth. 

Bowen and Smail swapped the lead 
back and forth several times as they 
aggressively battled for the top spot up 
front. Young was a couple of seconds 
back while Walters moved ahead of 
DeHoop for fourth. 





Late in the race, Smail overjumped a 
double and landed in the face of the 
third jump, bending his right toe back 
on the footpeg, resulting in his dropping 
way off the pace. Now everyone from 
Young on back picked up a position as 
Smail gingerly rode around, eventually 
pulling off with a suspected broken toe 
and an 18th-place finish. 

Young stayed close to Bowen for the 
duration of the moto but never got with- 
in striking distance. Walters followed 
the leaders in third while CCM Ameri- 
ca's Billy Liles and Jeremy Shoning 
filled out the top five. 

“I didn't know what happened to 
Lance (Smail),” Bowen said. "I looked 
around and I didn't see him anymore." 

"I started to reel Keith (Bowen) in 
and thought maybe I could put a pass 
on him but just decided to ride smart 
and take the second," Young said. 

Young built on his good-start philos- 
ophy by getting the holeshot in moto 
two with the injured Smail in second. 
Brown, who had developed clutch prob- 
lems early in the first moto, was running 
a strong third with Cycle Conn's Chris 
Rhoten and Cycle Shed's Larry Gessner 
comprising the early top-five leaders.

Bowen was involved in a first-turn pile- 
up and was close to the very end of the 
entry list. 

Young was slowed up getting by lap- 
pers, allowing Smail to close on the 
leader and beat him to an inside line 
into a turn and grab the lead. Brown 
maintained the three- or four-second 
margin behind the leaders as the trio 
had now pretty much separated from 
the rest of the pack. 

The running order remained the 
same throughout the rest of the race 
with Walters coming in a distant fourth 
and Bowen working his way back up to 


"It's a great feeling, I tell you," 
Young said of winning the title. "We 
worked so hard this year and this cham- 
pionship really means a lot to us." 

After the first moto, Smail was going 
to call it a day but had second thoughts 
about a DNS. “I just got the fever," he 
said. "Everyone was starting their bikes 
and heading to the line and I wanted to 
go, so I taped my foot up and went for 
it." 

In the first 250cc Top Gun moto, 
Bromley's Barry Carsten emerged out of 
turn one with the lead with the Suzuki 
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of Gastonia-backed Jim Chester and 
Yamaha of Kingsport-sponsored Kevin 
Walker in close pursuit. Chester and 
Walker wasted no time dispensing of 
Carsten, with Walker assuming the lead 
in the whoop section along the start line. 
Brown did not get a very good start and 
then went down in the uphill horseshoe 
turn, allowing a host of riders to get by 
before he could remount his charge to 
the front. 

Team Green's Brock Sellards moved 
past Carsten for third while Brown 
slipped through traffic. Bowen, who had 
just won the 4-Stroke class, was trying 
to match the pace of Brown as he was 
moving up as well. Near the halfway 
mark, Brown relegated Walker to sec- 
ond and ran to the finish. Bowen got 
past Sellards for third with DeHoop 
coming in fifth. 

“I got a bad pick on the gate and was 
out in the mud and didn't get a good 
start," Brown said. "Then I went down 
in one of the turns and thought I was 
going to have a hard time catching up 
but it didn't turn out too bad, I guess." 

In moto two, Walker and Jimmy 
Neese mixed it up for the lead all the 
way through the short straightaway 
past turn two, with Walker getting the 
front position just before the dropoff 
down into the bottom of the track. 
Neese didn't let the pressure off, howev- 
er, as he stuck to the rear fender of 
Walker and soon got a pass to stick 
shortly before the end of lap two. Team 
Green's Mitchell Hodges was in third at 
this point with Liles in fourth and Sell- 
ards in fifth. Brown was left in the first 
turn after a crash involving several 
other riders. 

With almost 30 riders in front of him, 
Brown charged through traffic and 
closed to within three seconds of Neese 
before running out of time and being 
able to make the final pass. Mark 
Burkhart was able to get by Walker for 
third and Bowen rolled in with the fifth 
spot.

Christensen wails at 
Willow Springs Road Race

Peter Christensen captured the win in the Toy- 
ota Gold Cup Formula One Road Race at the 


10th round of Willow Springs Motorcycle Club 
racing at Willow Springs International Raceway. 

Christensen led the race nearly from start to 
finish. He didn’t have to compete against Chuck 
Graves, who had won the last four F-1 races at 
the California high-desert race track and was 
racing back east. 

Dean Vincent was the fastest rider off the 
line, but was passed by Christensen rounding 
turn two on his Superbike Center-sponsored 
GSXR1100. A few turns later, Vincent was 
pushed back another spot when Michael Mon- 
toya powered past him on the outside of turn 
eight. 

Coming down the front straight to start lap 
two, Vincent used a horsepower advantage to 
retake second. Montoya was back around him 
again just a few turns later, moving into second 
for good. 

In lap three, Christensen and Montoya had 
established a firm hold on first and second, leav- 
ing the final battle in the race for third. Sudden- 
ly, Vincent began to feel some pressure from 
both Tokey Beck and Chris Voelker. In lap four, 
Vincent slowed dramatically coming out of turn 
five, allowing Voelker to move into third and 
Beck into fourth. 

With no further changes in the top three, 
Christensen took the win, followed by Montoya 
in second and Voelker third. 

In the Coors Light/Tom Sera Racing Formu- 
la Two event, Steve Teschke was the fastest rider 
off the line, but was quickly overtaken by 
Michael Montoya on his TZ250, who quickly 
opened up a gap on the rest of the pack. 

Meanwhile, Richard Padilla found himself in 
second, pushing; Teschke back into third. How- 
ever, Teschke lost more places in lap three when 
he was passed by both Karl Lowry Jr. and Brian 
Garbellini as they rounded turn two. 

At the halfway point of the eight-lap race, 
the battle for second heated up as Lowry and 
Garbellini included Padilla in their fight. Com- 
ing down the front straight to start lap five, 
Lowry drafted and passed Padilla to grab sec- 
ond. A lap later, Garbellini used the turn-two 
sweeper to move around Padilla to take over 
third.

Heading into the last test section, Cycle 
Town South’s Crane and Franklin were tied at 
zero, and it would be an all-out race for the 
overall, Cravens, Whitaker and Bailey all had a

Heagan heads up 
Phillipsville MX

PHILLIPSVILLE, CA. OCT 6 
Eric Heagan continued his winning ways by 
scoring yet another sweep of the 80cc Beginner 
class in round two of the four-race Bebee Trans- 
port Fall High-Point Series. 

Heagan enjoys a healthy points lead in the 
series after winning every moto in the 80cc 
Beginner division through the first two rounds 
of the second annual fall series. 

In moto one, Heagan and Kyle Preciado bolt- 
ed off the line first, then knocked cases around 
the first turn, with Preciado getting the edge to 
assume the early lead. Chasing the leaders 
around the first lap were Joe Dominick, Travis 
Gibson, Julian D'Usseau, David Couch, Paul 
Ambrosini, Noah Sampson and the remainder of 
the 13-rider field. 

The tables turned on lap two as Preciado fell 
victim to the hard-charging Heagan, who slowly 
increased his lead and raced flawlessly to the 
finish flag. 

Preciado gave up second to Dominick on the 
last lap, and another last-lap pass put Sampson 
into the top five. At the moto's conclusion, it 
was Heagan first, followed by Dominick, Precia- 
do, Gibson and Sampson. 

In the second moto, Gibson and Heagan 











traded paint before Heagan took charge and 
began to run away from the pack. Gibson 
defended second from D'Usseau's challenges 
until a slip sent Gibson down. Gibson remount- 
ed and returned to the race around midpack. 

By the second lap, Preciado had taken over 
second place, with Dominick third, but 
Dominick took a spill on his Honda and 
dropped back to nearly last. D'Usseau inherited 
third, with Couch and Sampson close behind. 

Heagan was out front midrace, with Precia- 
do keeping him in sight from second. D'Usseau 
held third, with a resurgent Gibson now fourth, 
followed by Sampson. Suddenly, Preciado 
began to close on Heagan as the familiar smell of 
burned clutch plates drifted through the air. 

On the last lap, Heagan's mechanical woes 
got worse, and Preciado closed in. Just when Pre- 
ciado was within striking distance, he bobbled, 
losing Preciado precious seconds. This was all 
Heagan needed, and he babied his ailing 
Kawasaki to the finish. Preciado, Sampson, 
D'Usseau and Gibson rounded out the top five.

how many AMA Grand National 

Championship events I had the good 
fortune of attending during the 1996 racing 
season. 

It upped my record, set last year in my 
rookie season of covering Grand Nationals 
for Cycle News, by one event, and if nothing 
else, gave me the chance to see a lot of racing 
and gain a lot of perspective on.the events 
that make the AMA Grand National Cham- 
pionship Series what it is, or isn't. 

So I thought I'd take a little space back 
here and analyze the events I attended, keep- 
ing in mind things like venue, track prepara- 
tion and the mere turn of events that took 
place at each and thus colored the series in 
one way or another. With those criteria in 
mind, I’ve decided to lump them into two 
general categories - Happening or Not happen- 

«ing. 

Daytona Short Track - One cool 
happening. I hadn't been here before, but 
many riders told me that the track was in 
better shape than in recent years. You could 
actually pass on it. Will Davis proved that by 
coming from a fifth-place start off the second 
row and threading his way through traffic to 
claim his first Daytona Short Track victory 
and start the season off with the series points 
lead. Parker was his typically crappy self at 
Daytona, finishing 14th. Graham was back, 
crashed, got hurt, got up, got sixth, and then 
left with a broken hand. A clean facility as 
usual, and all the dignitaries were up there 
in the press box.-Wish I was. It was 38 
degrees on the stadium floor! Good stuff, 
anyway. 

Pomona Half Mile - Typically happening. 
Pomona was...Pomona. Parker destroyed the 
field, but Davis was second to remain in the 
points lead. Graham was back already and 
finished third, holding high hopes for the 
rest of the season. Last year’s winner Spring- 
steen finished 10th. Bummer. I was hoping 
for a repeat. Not much wheel-to-wheel rac- 
ing, but not much to complain about other- 
wise, really. The track was in good shape, 
and the fans, many of whom attended as 
part of the LA Superbike weekend, seemed 
to dig it. Still, if they'd tear out the bushes 
and the railing so that we could see more of 
the race, it would be twice as happening. 

Sedalia Half Mile - Not happening. A pret- 
ty shabby venue, a dry, dusty one-line race 
track and а dismal crowd count did not 
exactly equate to dirt track heaven. Parker 
wasted 'em again on the twingle. Morehead 
got second on a conventional motor and 
grumbled about the twingle. At least Rich 
King started to get moving on his new 
R&R/Team Saddlemen ride, coming in fifth. 
Davis finished fourth and still kept the points 
lead. Georgie Price IV kicked ass on the 883, 
something you could see coming from the 
first lap he made in practice on the big, heavy 
Hog. The RM250-style number plate got 
bànned in the same fashion that it got 
approved: without anybody really knowing 
it had been approved, and then banned. Or 
why. 

Lima Half Mile - Way happening. This was 
the Lima I had come to see in 95 and gotten 
gypped out of. The dirt was where it

The dirt 
flew while a standing-room-only crowd lined 
the fence all the way around.

Oklahoma City Half Mile - Not happen- 
ing. Midweek rains wasted the race track, 
turning it from last year's pool table mini- 
mile to a rough-shod pounder. Lonnie 
Pauley started his 600cc reign of terror. Park- 
er and Davis were having the best race of the 
year until they collided on lap nine, breaking 
Davis' leg, to which he suffered the added 
indignity of falling and then being steam- 
rolled by an unsuspecting Graham and 
Morehead - a real turning point in the year. 
Graham broke a shoulder and was gone for 
the season. Davis would miss Peoria. Several 
stops and starts later, King took a red flag 21 
laps into the main event and was declared 
the winner. Confused? I sure was. 

Peoria TT - A good old-fashioned happen- 
ing. The “hill people” came out en masse to 
see one hell of a race at the oldest track on 
the circuit. Joe Kopp qualified for Grand 
National superstar status after crashing into 
the creek while trying to make a pass for the 
lead over the jump. Kenny Tolbert gathered 
the bike back together, gathered Kopp back 
together and sent the youngster back on the 
track, not expecting much. But Kopp wowed 
the place by putting on a Jeremy McGrath- 
like charge through the field to finish third. 
The frenzied crowd went so wild they nearly 
forgot the brilliance Andy Tresser displayed 
en route to his first career Grand National 
win, or that King was second and took the 
points lead. The track was in awesome 
shape, and stayed that way throughout the 
day. A real highlight of "96. 

Rapid City Half Mile - More happening 
with each passing year. Promoters Johnny 
Landers and Gary Thomas get my vote for 
^most improved" Grand National of the sea- 
son. Black Hills Speedway isn't the most 
beautiful facility on the GNC trail, but it sure 
isn't the ugliest either, and hey, this is Stur- 
gis, man. The track prep for this midweek 
stop was much better than last year. It was 
still slick, but fast, and with multiple lines 
for passing. Kevin Atherton proved it by 
running high and low from a 10th-place start 
to take his first win of the year. Morehead, 
King and Davis followed. Parker was sixth 
behind Varnes - the guy that I thought was 
going to win the race. Can’t wait until next 
year. I plan to spend the whole week there. 

Lincoln Half Mile - Happening, for the 
first time around. In his ever-constant attempt 
to introduce or reintroduce dirt track to dif- 
ferent markets, Chris Agajanian brought the 
“Rolling Thunder Show” and two other 
classes to the Nebraska State Fair Park in 
Lincoln, Nebraska. The first-time event was 
fairly well-received at this first-rate facility, 


was the top-finishing American in 13th 
place behind Roger DeCoster. Tim Hart 
won the National class on a Maico, 
while Gary Chaplin and Barry Higgins 
closed out the top three.

The Indiana State Fair race was the prelude to 
the most grueling but eventful weekend of the 
year. The track was in good shape, the crowd 
wasn't. They missed out as Parker and Ather- 
ton battled right to the wire with Atherton 
gambling that he could get a run on the 
champ and slingshot by him at the line for the 
win. Nice try, Kevin. Parker was back on top 
of the box for the first time since Lima, and he 
took the points lead from Davis, 176-175. 
Things were just starting to get interesting. I 
ate well. Why don't we go to more State Fairs? 

Du Quoin Mile - Grinding, but happening; 
Part II. The first rain date of the '96 season, 
the Du Quoin Mile gave Atherton a measure 
of revenge over Parker, who defeated him 
just 15 or so hours before at Indy. The champ 
finished second and picked up points on 
Davis and King, but the kid and the TCR 
team were really starting to strut their stuff at 
a critical point in the year. It rained again at 
Du Quoin, but the IMDA did an unbelievable 
job of salvaging the track after the sun came 
out. The 9,600 attendance figure was way 
inaccurate; it looked more like 960. The 883s 
got hosed on account of darkness.

Morehead’s race 
was the best paid, and one of the most prolif- 
ic, most advertised happenings on the dirt 
track calendar all year. It was also on a track 
that is faster than the racers are. Atherton 
gained the win and a serious points boost, but 
the series lost Kevin Varnes and Danny 
Koelsch to terrible leg injuries. King ran third 
but was kicked out for running an illegal tire, 
causing his championship hopes dire harm. 
Morehead says he’s going to build the track 
for a slower pace next year. Hopefully the 
event's growth won't slow proportionately. 

U.S. Motorcycle Nationals - Not happen- 
ing, and in danger of not happening again. And 
that would be a shame. Another midweek 
rash of bad weather screwed up the track. It 
was cold again. Curfew was missed by hours 
- not minutes, making a case against the 
three-class program. Parker unintentionally 
stunk up the show by absolutely killin’ ‘em, 
leaving a hapless Atherton in his wake with 
just two events left on the schedule.
